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Paris backs Rourassa’s ‘second French state’

PARIS (CP» — The governments -of 
France and Quebec Thursday agreed to give 
new impetus to their "direct and privileged" 
relations involving increasing use of French 
language in business and technological fields 
in Quebec. 

On the last day of his official visit. Quebec 
Premier Robert Bourassa signed a 13-page 
agreement with French Premier Jacques 
Chirac outlining co-operation to begin in 
early 1975. 

Included are plans for the use of French 
in technology and labor, industrial co-opera¬ 
tion, transport, natural resources, com¬ 
munications and available manpower. 

The agreement was welcomed by Bouras¬ 
sa to strengthen his government’s position 


regarding Bill 22, adopted by the Quebec na¬ 
tional assembly several months ago to make 
French the province’s official language. 

At a news conference Thursday. Bourassa 
said. "It is quite evident that the French 
government is very interested in collabo¬ 
rating with the Quebec government to make 
the application of Bill 22 a success, which 
you know has created a French state. The 
second French state in the world.’’ 

On the economic plan. "Quebec is able 
and willing not only to give France a privi¬ 
leged port of entry to our continent, but also 
a commercial and industrial partnership.” 

Both governments also agreed to study a 
proposal to construct a uranium-enrichment 
plant in Quebec, and weigh the advantages 
for both economies.

WASHINGTON (UPIl 
Codeine, that popular reliever 
of toothaches, coughs and 
other ailments, will be ra¬ 
tioned in the United States 
next year due to increasing 
worldwide demand for legal 
opium. Congress was warned 
Thursday. 


Sirica ordered the trial of 
five former Nixon aides to 
proceed without interruption, 
meaning it will likely be com¬ 
pleted by Christmas.

The three have requested a 
meeting with Alberta Premier 
Peter Lougheed to discuss the 
situation on Tuesday. 

Lougheed wasted little time 
in bouncing the energy ball to 
Ottawa, saying in an inter¬ 
view Thursday that Atlantic 
Richfield’s announcement 
puts pressure on the federal 
government to increase the 
price ol Canadian crude oil, 
now at $6.50 a barrel. 

A higher crude oil price 
would strengthen the viability 
of oit sands plants, particu¬ 
larly in light of a National 
Energy Board report predict¬ 
ing an oil shortage for Canada 
in about seven years, Loug¬ 
heed said. 

In Ottawa, federal Energy 
Minister Donald Macdonald 
said Thursday the federal 
government is still willing to 
participate in development of 
the Alberta'tar sands. 

But he tossed the ball back 
to the province by saying any 
federal investment will re¬ 
quire the approval of Alberta, 
which has opposed such plans. 

Macdonald, noting the three 
other Syncrude partners were 
meeting in New York, said he 
wanted a re|>ort from their 
meeting before making de¬ 
tailed comment, “but I cer¬ 
tainly wouldn’t rule out feder¬ 
al investment in the project." 

A hint of the reasons behind 
Atlantic Richfield’s move 
came Thursday with acknowl¬ 
edgement by the U.S. govern¬ 
ment’s Export-Import Bank 
that it has denied a loab to 
Atlantic Richfield to help buy 
equipment for the oil sands 
project.

WASHINGTON (UPIl 
Prime Minister Trudeau said 
Thursday Canada would lose 
a trade war with the United 
States "hands down,” but he 
does not expect such a war to 
develop. 

Trudeau said recent sugges- j 
tions by some senators that 
the United States should retal¬ 
iate against Canadian oil poli¬ 
cy by restricting or taxing the ; 
transit of Canadian oil in U.S. 
pipelihes would amount to j 
"hijacking.” 

"Quite honestly. I did not 
take this too seriously ... I 
don’t think this is a serious 
threat'. 1 think this may have 
been said as hyperbole,” Tru¬ 
deau said. 

He told a news conference 
the major differences between 
the two countries involve beef 
and oil. 

The prime minister said 
that in two meetings with 
President Ford Wednesday, 
the following subjects had 
been discussed: 

• Diversification of Cana¬ 
dian trade away from the 
United States toward Japan 
and Europe "to enhance and 
preserve the Canadian iden¬ 
tity.” He said the president 
understood this desire. 

• Canada’s intention of 
increasing its defence budget 
by 11.2 per cent in the next 
fiscal year to maintain its 
ability to uphold commit¬ 
ments to the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organisation. 

• Canada was in general 
agreement with U.S. policies 
to cop© with international oil 
problems, and "the difference 
is maybe a tactical one." 

• He urged a relum to 
the principles of the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade to pursue "the course 
toward freer and freer inter¬ 
national trade.” 

During the news conference 
Trudeau indicated for the first 
time that "it is pretty safe to 
assume the North American 
Air Defence Treaty will he re¬ 
newed” next spring.

Slumps. Ipoms. loggers, miners, weekenders!, 
surfers, hippies—Jordan River has absorbed them all- 

And the resilience and friendship of Jordan River 
folk appear set to carry them through the latest round 
of dismal news that has hit this sea-tickled company 
hamlet. ‘to*. 

In the middje of last month. Rayonier Canada Ltd. 
laid off 100 loggers from its Canadian Puget Sound 
division in the town because of poor market conditions 
for lumber. 

Those laid off included about a dozen men living in 
Jordan River itself. 

On. Tuesday, Jordan River Mines, in deep financial 
trouble with its history-filled copper-producing opera¬ 
tion. laid off 63 miners and mining support workers. 

With the layoff of a further dozen inhabitants, the 
town found itself two-thirds unemployed. 

Already belt-tightening is much in evidence at the 
village's general store, operated by mother-of-six Mrs. 
Maria Alberti who told the Colonist her sales are down 
75 per cent. 

Mrs. Alberti -who says her husband,, a powderman 


al th$ mine, fears being laid off Monday has noticed 
that some local families are doing without hasic neces¬ 
sities such as milk. 

And yet for a town reeling from acute attacks of 
unemployment there appears to be a noticeable lack of 
what Sooke regional director Ron Du mom calls a "real 
human cry” among the townsfolk. 

"It’s something they take in their stride." says 
Dumont of the logging layoffs. And as for the mine 
closing' well, it has closed down "at leasi four times" 
during its 60-year-history, he explains. 

Dumont thinks rural people are more accustomed 
to getting off the seat of their panls to meet tlie de¬ 
mands of an "imbalanced economy” than are city 
dwellers. J 

Another reason Jordan River families are better 
placed than, say. their counterparts in recession-hit 
Sooke. is that in the main it is a CPS company-owned 
town and rents are cheap. 

Also its next biggest landlord .just happens to be a 
rather remarkable 79-year-old who rents out defla¬ 
tionary-priced cabin accommodation on "The Hill.” 

Her tenants include about 10 of the laid-off men."

snow-laden itxjf of Tehran's 
newly-enlarged airport termi¬ 
nal caved # in on the main 
lounge Thursday, and res¬ 
cuers said they pulled as 
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many as 25 bodies from the 
rubble. 

There were conflicting re¬ 
ports about the number of 
confirmed dead. 

Iran's civil aviation chief, 
Hushang Arbabi, gave the fig¬ 
ure of 25 dead and said an¬ 
other 29 might still he buried 
under the tons of concrete and 
steel. 

Almost nil ihe dead were 
believed to be Iranians, but 
.airport sources said <jne was 
a German national. yy> 

Eight indies of snow had 
fallen on the 300-square-yard 
roof betore it gave away. The 
disaster* happened so swiftly 
Ihe victims scarcely had a 
chance to scream. 

"Get my child out of 
there,’’ yelled one woman sur¬ 
vivor. 

"Was it an earthquake?" a 
bewildered policeman asked. 

"My three children, my 
children,” wailed a 60-vear- 
old man. 

A reporter said about 30 in¬ 
jured survivors staggered out 
of the rubble of concrete and 
steel, blood streaming from 
their faces. 

Authorities sealed off the 
airport and began digging for 


the victims as heavy snow 
continued to fall. Hands and 
legs stuck out of the wreck¬ 
age. 

As workers toiled to remove 
the bodies, welders attacked 
the 34-inch steel beams with 


acetylene torches and tractors 
pulled "huge slabs of broken 
concrete clear. 

Scores of weeping relatives 
and friends of the victims 
were ordered away by police, 
and some news photographers 


were clubbed because they 
<ontinued taking pictures. 

All international flights to 
and from Tehran had been 
rancelled because of the 
snowfall, so the terminal was 
not as crowded as usual.

I AM PREPARED to weather the flak I 
know will be coming from various sources, 
from flag wavers, possibly some veterans* 
organizations and even from those who don’t 
know all the words to Oh! Canada. 

I will field the brickbats, turn the other 
cheek and, in general, refuse to be swayed 
by glorious, red, white and blue rhetoric. You 
see. I've come to the conclusion that it has 
become too damned costly for us in the west¬ 
ern part of this land, to remain blindly devot¬ 
ed to the concept of Canada. In short, I am 
prepared to at least listen to divorce proceed¬ 
ings on the basis of two alternatives. 

AN AMALGAMATION between British Co¬ 
lumbia and Alberta and a secession from Ot¬ 
tawa-dominated Canada. Or — and I would 
think this lo be the more logical switch — a 
secession of British Columbia, Alberta, Sas¬ 
katchewan and Manitoba. We have a two- 
country concept now, why not legalize the 
thing and in the process, bring about two 
basic needs. A better say in government and 
a better use of our tax monies. 

Before rushing to quill and vitriol, hear me 
out. At the present time British Columbia 
and Alberta are rated "have 1 * provinces and 
our tax monies are nsed to pump up such 
"have not' 4 areas as Quebec and the Mari- 
times. This edmes under the heading of help¬ 
ing thy neighbor, which is all very noble 
and probably right. 

YET SOMETHING is lost in translation 
when the “have not'* province of Quebec, 
along with the "have” province of Ontario, 
can run the country as they see fit. They can 
. dominate at the ballot box and Western Ca¬ 
nadians really have precious little say in the 
matter. Even under redistribution, the imba¬ 
lance not only remains, the imbalance be¬ 
comes more of an imablance. British Co¬ 
lumbia has 23 seats, would have 27 under- 
proposed redistribution. But Ontario would 
go from 88 to 95, and the Commons as a 
wlwle would go from 264 to 280. and even¬ 
tually to 310. 

To start with. I feel the concept of a bigger 
House of Commons is retrogressive, expen¬ 
sive and unnecessary'. Merely propagating 
the red tape jungle. 

NOW YOU MAY or may not have read 
about a group known as the Independent Al¬ 
berta Association. Anyway, it is being backed 
by some very important Albertans and their 
aims, objectives or whatever, could be easily 
' transposed to the aims, etc., of British Co- 
.Imrrbians. 

The list of grievance* drawn up is not 
unreasonable. 

They feel Western Canadians are dis¬ 
satisfied with their virtual "colonial” status 
within Confederation and are convinced that 
despite lip service to the contrary, the feder¬ 
al government legislates, regulates and oth¬ 
erwise acts to provide very substantial eco¬ 
nomic advantages to an already favored 


hunter 


Eastern Canada, primarily at the expense of 
the western provinces. 

THEY SAY’ discriminatory freight rates 
have insured that Western Canadians will 
continue to be producers of raw materials 
only, therefore leaving us in the position of 
merely shipping jobs to Eastern Canada and 
the' resulting prosperity, along with live cat¬ 
tle, grain, unprocessed oil and gas. 

They point to the high tariffs and other 
trade barriers tvhich have been imposed to 
protect eastern manufacturers and which in¬ 
crease our cost of living. 

They feel many Western'Canadians are 
alarmed by the implementation of socialist 
policies by all political parties at both provin¬ 
cial and federal levels and that such a trend 
will inevitably result in a loss of freedom for 
each individual • and cause serious erosion of 
the rights of the individual. They claim so¬ 
cialism kills the initiative of young and old 
alike, and with its excessive bureaucratic ad¬ 
ministration makes the provision of govern¬ 
ment services ineffective, inefficient and ex¬ 
pensive. 

THEY CLAIM a strong resentment for 
the growing powers of civil servants and 
that intimidation of private individuals by 
government boards and employees is no 
longer uncommon. 

Among their stated objectives is to have 
Alberta’s position in Confederation improved 
by negotiation, but because the history of 
such attempts makes them skeptical as to 
their eventual success, they are reluctantly 
forced to consider independence for Alberta 
or Western Canada, as being a reasonable al¬ 
ternative. 

I won’t bore you with the economic feasi¬ 
bility study that has been done in regards to 
such separation, but they do know that it is a 
thoroughly workable idea. 

THE MASSIVE bureaucracy of Ottawa lit¬ 
erally eats up millions of our tax dollars. Bu¬ 
reaucracy does not contribute to the gross 
national product and therefore we lost pro¬ 
ductivity with every percentage increase of 
bureaucracy. 

What would be so terribly devastating 
about a definitive split? What would be 
wrong with Western Canada becoming a fully 
independent nation, keeping in mind we have 
the necessary materials, resources or what¬ 
ever, to insure equitable free trade between 
us and the country of Eastern Canada? 

The concept of one Canada is beautiful, but 
under present arrangements, it is also pure 
altruism. By any yardstick you care to offer 
in evidence, we have not been getting the 
right end of the deal and the recent imposi¬ 
tion of an oil export tax and oil price freeze 
should be examples enough of the status 
forced on us for the benefit of the east. 

If you think it couldn’t happen, buy your¬ 
self an up-to-date map of the world and see if 
you recognize the changes that have come 
about in the past decade.

KLAMATH FAULS, Ore. 
4UPI) — There were few 
whoops and hollers wh#n 605 
Klamalii Indians received a 
S49 trillion payoff for 134,960 
acres of timber lands. 

The Indians werp generally 
businesslike, and the chief 
■stayed home, saying he didn't 
want His $103,000. 

'‘Accepting the cheque 
would be like selling my peo¬ 
ple, my deed people,” tribal 
chief Edison Chiloquin said at 
his home 30 miles north of 
Klamath Falls, in the town 
bearing his grandfather’s 
name. 

Chiloquin left his $103,000 in 
a branch of the U.S. National 
Bank of Oregon, which acted 
as agent for the Indians in the 
sale of the land, obtained by 
the government for inclusion 
in 'the Winema National 
Forest. 

He said he would continue 
an effort to get 640 acres of 
land placed under control of 
•he forest service whin the 
original Klamath reservation 
was terminated in 1961. He 
wants to rebuild an ancestral 
village on the property, once 
owned by his family- 
while the tribal members 
went to branch banks to re¬ 
ceive their shares, a carnival 
atmosphere was created in 
Klamath Falls, not by the In¬ 
dians but by a contingent of 
reporters and television cam¬ 
eras. 

“I think this is terrible - 
just terrible," one Indian 
woman said of the activity. 
"They don’t realize this is a 
difficult day for us." 

A] Thetin, the branch bank’s 
manager, said there was a 
steady flow of beneficiaries 
through the bank and "things 
went smoothly." Trust repre¬ 
sentatives went over the legal 
paperwork with the Kla- 
maths, who got up to $10,000 
in cash and the rest by 
cheque. 

It was a contrast to the 
payoffs at the time of the res¬ 
ervation termination in 1961, 
when there was wild re joic¬ 
ing, heavy drinking, and alle¬ 
gations the Indians were 
taken by some unscrupulous 
merchants. 

This time there were feder¬ 
al and state agency advisers 
on hand to help the Indians 
with money management. 



LUSAKA. Zambia (Reuter) 
— Talks between three Afri¬ 
can presidents and black Rho¬ 
desian nationalist leaders 
were held Thursday amid 
mounting speculation that a 
breakthrough is near in Rho¬ 
desia's dispute with Britain on 
the pace of advance to black- 
majority rule. 

Informed sources here and 
in Salisbury said the purpose 
of the meeting, the second in 
four months, was aimed at 
forging a unified front among 
the rival nationalist groups. 

This, in turn, might lead to 
a new' round of constitutional 
talks involving all interested 
parties to seek a solution to 
Britain’s dispute with Rhode¬ 
sia, which led the former 
Commonwealth country to de¬ 
clare its independence in 1965. 

There had been rumors that 
Rhodesian Prime Minister Ian 
Smith was attending the talks, 
but these were denied in Salis¬ 
bury by Smith's office. It was 
also speculated that Smith 
had gone to South Africa to 
confer w r i t h Prime Minister 
John Vorster. This was also 
denied. 

Zambia has so far said only 


that president Kenneth Kaun- 
da of Zambia. Julius 
NyerefBkof Tanzania and Sir 
Seretse Khama of Botswana 
are meeting for routine con¬ 
sultations. 

But informed sources in Sa¬ 
lisbury and Lusaka said Jo¬ 


shua Nkomo, head of the Zim¬ 
babwe African Peoples Union, 
and Rev. Ndabaningi Si thole, 
leader of the rival Zimbabwe 
African National Union, were 
also at the talks.

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The new deal for people 


S OMETIMES, WE FEEL a bit sorry tor Premier 
David Barrett. Actually, more for British 
Columbia. We think Premier Barrett set out to be 
a good “social democrat” head of government. But 
we are sure that his party’s election victory — 
which actually was Social Credit’s defeat — sur¬ 
prised him. We are equally sure that he found him¬ 
self in a grave predicament. 

He was in a position where he had to choose a 
cabinet which he could not fully control, and in 
which some ministers .of necessity had to be inex¬ 
perienced in the legislature, let alone the responsi¬ 
ble exercise of governing power. These two prob¬ 
lems were intertwined. He could pick able ministers 
who might defy him, in their desire for the ability 
to run other people’s lives and affect their fortunes. 
Or he could select others who would be ineffective 
and out of their depth. He picked some of each, as 
he had to. He even made himself finance minister. 
H£ had decried -his predecessor for being both pre¬ 
mier and finance minister. But who else could he 
choose for this next-most-powerful of cabinet 
posts? 

At this moment, the premier probably is shar¬ 
ing with us, and with other British Columbians 
who have read about the matter in question, a 
regret about one of the inexperienced politicians he 
appointed to his cabinet. This is the highways min¬ 
ister, Graham Lea. Mr. Lea is 40 years old. He 
served in the RCAF from 1951 to 1954. He was a 
broadcaster when he was elected to the legislature 
for the first time, in Prince Rupert, in 1972. 

The highways minister has demonstrated 
some flexibility and willingness and ability to learn. 


For this we commend him. He has also been 
touchy. Perhaps this is natural in someone so new 
to public prominence. 

But now Mr. Lea has managed to damage 
most severely the image of the New Democratic 
government as one caring most devoutly for the 
"little man.” the ordinary people. Or for anyone at 
all beside itself and its friends. 

His political sin, and his human sin — some 
have called it a crime — is that with many people 
absolutely desperate for housing in Victoria, his 
department acquired a number of homes in Saan¬ 
ich as long as eight months ago on the proposed 
route of a Blanshard Street extension — supposed¬ 
ly a tunnel which would go under them anyway — 
and has left them vacant and mostly going to ruin 
through decay and vandalism, without any attempt 
to find occupants for them. 

It was obvious eight months ago, it is obvious 
now, and it probably will be obvious a year from 
now to any intelligent person that a tunnel or other 
highway connection is not something requiring 
the immediate removal of families living in its 
planned path. 

Mr. Lea’s excuse is that he offered the houses 
for sale (for removal presumably) but found no 
buyers. How much did he advertise, we wonder? 
And his Equally weak explanation is also that he 
didn’t expect that they would be there, standing 
empty, for so long, but design problems had caused 
a delay. 

The NDP promised “a new deal for people.” Is 
this part of it? 


A recognized threat 


XTO ONE AT THIS TIME is likely to feel any 
t ' envy r for the man who wears the title of 
minister of national defence. 

James Richardson knows what is wrong with 
his department. He made that clear last October: 
“I believe that the percentage of the defence bud¬ 
get that is used to buy new capital equipment must 
he increased despite our very real difficulties in fi¬ 
nancing the department.” he declared. 

Approximately 67 per cent of the $2.5 billion 
military budget goes for pay and allowances and 22 
per cent for operating costs and maintenance. That 
leaves a niggardly 11 per cent for new equipment. 
And it is not enough. 

Mr. Richardson is also on record as arguing 
that the size of the armed forces is not the essential 
factor in the defence of the country. 

It is possihle to go along with this theory' 
providing the weapons possessed by the military 
are the best to be had. 

But all branches of the establishment admit, 
and at all levels, that they do not have the equip¬ 
ment, in quality or quantity, that would enable 
them to do the job expected of them: to successful¬ 
ly resists acts of aggression wherever they may be. 

The main threat to Canada is still from the 
Warsaw Pact nations, as Mr. Richardson admitted 
in Ottawa last week. While other industrialized na¬ 
tions are pinched for revenues to maintain current 
levels, the Soviet Union and the East European 


bloc retain their military priorities in every direc¬ 
tion. 

The Soviet Union, according to the authorita¬ 
tive Jane’s All the World's Aircraft, is building 
supersonic intercontinental bombers which should 
make the United States reconsider any suggestion 
for relaxation or reduction of anti-aircraft de¬ 
fences. 

Canada, as a partner in NORAD and with 
what must be recognized as tenuously maintained 
claims to sovereignty in the High Arctic, should 
heed the warning. 

The northern and coastal patrols by Canadian 
aircraft must be maintained at whatever cost, oth¬ 
erwise the country risks loss of integrity as well as 
sovereignty of lands and seas rightfully hers. 

For this task the defence procurement people 
should be studying replacements fqr the obsoles¬ 
cent models now required to perform it. 

Canada wants no repetition of the CF-5 fiasco. 
At last count six of the original fighter-reconnais¬ 
sance aircraft had crashed, 46 were in service, 20 
had been sold to Venezuela and the rest were in 
storage. They cost about $300 million and then 
were found to be utterly unsuitable for the job 
required of them. 

If Mr. Richardson is going to be forced to cut 
personnel the least he can do is provide the surviv¬ 
ing servicemen with satisfactory weapons. 

But of course it is the prime minister, not Mr. 
Richardson, who will make that decision. 


A new battle for King Coal 


Britain suffered its coldest 
October since 1917 and No¬ 
vember was not much 
better. It has rained almost 
continuously and the gloom 
deepened perceptibly when 
the nation's miners turned 
down a pay deal, which of¬ 
fered massive pay rises in re¬ 
turn far higher output. 

After the confrontations of 
last February and of 1972, any 
hiccup in the mining industry 
assumes the seriousness of a 
terminal illness and the gov¬ 
ernment has been duly trau¬ 
matized by the rejection of 
the deal — by 123.345 votes to 
77.119. 

The prospect of the miners * 
seeking a massive wage in¬ 
crease without digging more 
coal becomes a distinct possi¬ 
bility and the consequences 
for Harold Wilson’s Labor 
government could be disas¬ 
trous. 

To start with, Labor was 
elected as the party which 
could handle the unions: 
every demand of the National 
Union of Mmeworkers has 
been met. restoring the men 
to the top of the earnings 
, league: but it is perfectly 
clear that the government will 
have to concede more if the 
; men set their heart on higher 
earnings still. This surrender 
would finally gfive the lie to 
Labor’s claim to have a social 
contract with the unions 
i w h e r e b y wage demands 
would be moderated to fight 
inflation. The political party 
would, in effect, be seen to be 
the wholly-owned subsidiary 
of the unions. 

+ + * 

Just as damaging is the 
possibility — albeit remote — 
that. Britain’s power stations 
will not produce enough elec¬ 
tricity to survive the winter 
without blackouts, since two- 
thirds of generating capacity 
is coal-fired and coal stocks 
are perilously low. 

Stocks at the power stations 
stand at 12.900.000 tons- com¬ 
pared with 19 million tons a 
year ago. 

This is not so bad as it 
looks, since last year's -stocks 
were exceptionally high ' in 


Britain's coal-miners gavf the country a stern lesson about 
their industrial Importance last winter when they went on 
strike, causing black-outs, government-ordered power restric¬ 
tions and a three-day working week In many factories. Now, 
reports David Wilson of Hie Observer, with production de¬ 
clining in the pits, the miners’ rejection of a productivity- 
Unked pay offer threatens a new wage battle that could 
threaten the Labor government’s entire economic policy.

strike! but stocks remain 20 
per cent below target and 
more bad weather or strikes 
in the pits could be fatal. 

The purpose of the produc¬ 
tivity proposal was to build up 
bigger margins of coal re¬ 
serves, to wrin a wider market 
and to avoid the annual con¬ 
frontation over wages: earn¬ 
ings would automatically rise 
as output went up. 


It was attractive to the 
state-owned National Coal 
Board, since output — mea¬ 
sured in tons produced per 
man per shift — has declined 
mysteriously in the past year. 
Conventional excuses cannot 
explain the decline: the geolo¬ 
gy and the machinery have 
not changed, only the men's 
performances which will 
have to improve by 12 per 
cent if the March 1975 tar¬ 
gets are to be met. 

Eric Varley, the ex-miner 
who has risen to the post of 
minister for energy, bluntly 
said that King Coal, restored 
to its supremacy by the price 
of oil was in danger of ab¬ 
dicating. '*We all know there 
are very good excuses far this 
shortfall ... but you cannot 
bum excuses in power sta¬ 
tions or even in household 
grates." 

The basic reason, however, 
for the decline can be found in 
the miners' new-found eco¬ 
nomic strength. When lost 
production meant lost jobs, 
the men had a strong incen¬ 
tive to take the shearer once 
more along the coal face be¬ 
fore the end of the shift. Now 
they know the future is secure 
and. with a wages structure 
which allows no cash rewards 
for output, they will not take 


the extra effort or risks of 
old. 

Thus absenteeism remains 
high and deservedly so, the 
miners say. As Owen Briscoe, 
a militant Yorkshire miner, 
put it, "This is the only In¬ 
dustry where, if you oversleep 
one morning, your wife will 
say ‘Don’t worry luv. just 
stay at home and live a day 
longer'." 

Thus Philip.Weekes. the Na¬ 
tional Coal Boards area 
director for South Wales, ex¬ 
plains 15 to 30 per cent loss of 
performance m has region in 
terms of "hwyl” — a special 
Welsh word meaning guts, or 
cheerful spirits. "The men 
don’t have any hwyl now,’’ he 
said. "God know's, we have 
enough difficulties with geolo¬ 
gy and breakdowns but the 
men have lost the ability to 
recover ” 

The NCB’s chosen solution 
was to put incentive payments 
into the wages structure. 
Their scheme, which offered 
up to £22 more in the £50 
wage packet of .face-workers. 
was put to ballot and support¬ 
ed by the moderate wing of 
the NUM and opposed by the 
militants.

No. he said later in what, 
for him. was a backing off. he 
wasn't charging Pierre Tru¬ 
deau with a built-in Quebec 
bias, he was just saying that 
the other provinces'including 
• Ontario, just didn’t do as well 
by the feds.

The Americans I met in 
Florida. Georgia and Michi¬ 
gan weren’t deluding them¬ 
selves with witless definitions. 
They talked freely about 
being in a recession right 
now. I had to come back to 
Canada to wonder whether a 
mild depression was in the 
same league with a mild case 
of cancer or a little bit of 
pregnancy. 

It was just as mmd-rattUng 
to find that a company wtjuM 
have the audacity to admit 
making 2.000 per cent more 
profit. It’s the clearest ex¬ 
ample seen to date of what 
happened in Germany in the 
Twenties. 

There isn’t much difference 
between the manipulations of 
the sugar barons and the Ger¬ 
man businessmen who tried to 
ride a tiger in 1923. The Ger¬ 
man profiteers didn't bother 
to gauge their prices by what 
they’d paid for the goods they 
sold. They tried to anticipate 
what it would cost them to re¬ 
stock their shelves and 
charged accordingly. 

At the beginning of 1923. 
there were 1.984.496.000,000 


German marks in circulation 
Six months later, government 
printing presses had flooded 
the market with 
17,291.061.000,000. By De¬ 
cember. 1923, with the mint 
still working overtime, there 
were 496.507,772,000.000,000 
marks in circulation. They all 
added up to a lot of zeros 
because the state railway, 
banks, municipalities and a 
lot of private institutions 
s t a r ted issuing emergency 
notes as well. 


When it took a wheelbarrow 
full of money to buy a loaf of 
bread, the German govern¬ 
ment pulled in all the useless 
paper and established a new 
mark. In 1925, the Germans 
learned they would have to 
pay a million million old 
marks to buy a single gold 
mark.

Kiliaiis Lam simple explanation for student illiteracy 


Johnny can’t read—his teacher can’t either

The problem of student illiteracy is widely 
acknowledged and clucked about, in school and out. 
No one, whether parent, student, or teacher, is willing 
to shoulder much blame; television is often vaguely 
accused of being the cause of it, and just as often 
suggested as a cure through such sugar-coated lessons 
as offered by Sesame Street and The Electric 
Company. 

,* * . N 

Whatever the causes or cures, we are justifiably pained, 
embarrassed, and outraged by our children's clumsiness in 
their own language, and rightly critical of an educational sys¬ 
tem that produces the most expensive illiterates in the world. 

There is. I believe, a simple explanation for this predica¬ 
ment : Kilian’s First and Second Laws. 

The First law: Almost nothing is ever any better than it 
has to be. 

The Second: People are more concerned with com¬ 
municating who they are their identity arid social status 
than with communicating anything eke. 

Cars offer just one example of Kilian’s Laws. They are 
exactly as safe as we want them to be, which isn't very, and 
only persistent pressure from consumer groups keeps them 
from becoming worse. And cars are of course primarily used 
to announce who we are, and only secondarily used for trans¬ 
portation. As Watergate has recently demonstrated, politi¬ 
cians also obey Kilian's Laws. 


Elegant inevitability 

In studying English, studerfts obey the First Law as pre¬ 
dictably as apples obey the law of gravity. That is, they will 
learn tust enough to pass, and no more. If passing is easy 
enough, illiteracy follows with a certain elegant inevitability. 

What about the Second Law? Well, the kind of language 
we use "positively classifies us." as Professor Higgins said of 
Eliza Doolittle. Texans like to sound like Texans; Cockneys 
reel more Cockney when they drop their aitches: business¬ 
men like to sound businesslike. English is one language divid¬ 
ed into scores of dialects, each preferred by a particualr 
group because its use announces the group’s identity. 

The dialect most North Americans speak has been called 
Demotic English, the dialect of the many. In Demotic, it 
don't make no difference if you doubles a negative or ignores 
verb tense ol subject-verb agreement. Demotic speakers can 


propose to girls, raise children, buy cars, analyse football 
strategy or plan a bank robbery, and their dialect is perfectly 
intelligible to speakers of other dialects. 

Demotic writers, however, are illiterate. Literate English 
is just another dialect, but with crucial differences: it is 
more precise, more complex, more flexible, more expressive. 
Literate speakers sound stuck-up to Demotics, and Demoti* 
readers get headaches trying to make sense out of Literate 
writing. 

Literate English has historically been the dialect of most 
of the ruling classes of the English-speaking nations. To 
speak and write this beautiful, difficult dialect used to be an 
announcement of one’s superior status, respectable origins, 
and promising future. As a result, its complex grammar and 
insane spelling have been mastered by Africans, Hindus. Chi¬ 
nese. and others because it was essential to anyone in the 
British Empire or America who wanted access lo power, 
privilege, and wealth. 


Incentive vanished 

But this incentive to master Literate English vanished 
with the breakdown of rigid class lines - - first in the U.S., a 
little later in Canada and the Commonwealth countries. Our 
society now puts little value on acquiring "upper-class” 
traits, including mastery of its "affected” dialect. 

Instead, we bring our "lower-class” traits with us when 
we prosper. Shucks, if you kin talk like a good ole boy and 
still pull down twenty thou a year, why bother to sound ed- 
dicated? 

Some groups still command respect, however, and mis¬ 
use of their dialects compounds the illiteracy problem. Scien¬ 
tists enjoy a prestige once known only by priests and sha- 
marts. Their dialect. Jargon, is essentially a rhetorical style 
designed to sound "objective” and hence more persuasive 
than such emotionally expressive dialects as Literate and 
Demotic. 

Non-scientists, seeking similar prestige, borrow the sound 
of the dialect if not the sense of it: sociologists, politicians, 
bureaucrats and teachers are among the worst offenders. 
♦ Every time John Turner uses the word "parameter.” for ex¬ 
ample, I don’t know whether to laugh, cry, or put my money 
in gold stocks. ♦ What's worst, scientists are not exempt from 
Kilian's Laws, and their illiteracies are highly contagious. 

So there's a good deal of pressure (my students would 
say "a lot" of pressure) on us to be content with Demotic as 
a spoken language, and to use Jargon, not Literate, if we 
aspire to power and status. 

Then what's happened in the schools? Ostensibly they 
remain defiant outposts of Literate English in a howling wil¬ 


derness of Demotics. But most of them have been either 
stormed by the barbarians, or infiltrated by them. 

This infiltration has resulted from the politics of public 
education and the clanking inevitability of Kilian’s First Law. 
A tea< her who flunks too many students is by definition a bad 
teacher; he also lets himself in for another year’s struggle 
with the same blockheads w'ho resisted him so successfully 
this year. Preferring the consolation of novelty, the teacher 
losses on most of his blockheads and braces for the block¬ 
heads his colleagues pass on to him. 

The blockheads are encouraged in their resistance not 
only by this political situation but by the manifest lack of 
status to be gained by giving up Demotic for Literate. The 
students for a knack for literate English, meanwhile, are 
victimized by the process: slowed down by the Demotics, 
they grow bored and their skills atrophy for lack of chal¬ 
lenge. Why struggl? Theteacher can't set high standards, 
so the literacy of even the best students soon worsens. 

Nevertheless, such students continue in school, enter uni¬ 
versity. go on to graduate study and some become teach¬ 
ers themselves. They arc bright, they speak a lively variety 
of Demotic flavored with Jargon; hut they are not very good

at Literate English. At best, they speak it "by ear " They 
are aware of their students’ grosser errors but helpless to 
correct them. 

Some even rationalize that since illiteracy is as universal 
as TV-watching. English teachers should start teaching "au¬ 
dio-visual, literacy” a term itself illiterate in its crass self- 
contradiction. The few who do make a fuss find their col¬ 
leagues in other disciplines utterly fail to back them up: few 
teachers of history, biology, or psychology worry about 
students' literacy, "as long as the ideas arc there.” 

Teacher illiteracy has now become so widespread that 
<me Simon Fraser professor has for years routinely spotted 
those of his students who have taken English from one partic¬ 
ular West Vancouver teacher: hers arethe ones who can write 
complete sentences, coherent paragraphs, and organized 
essays- with correct spelling and punctuation thrown in for 
good measure. 

I'he rest of the high-school English teachers seem to 


spend their time showing students how to make collages or 
play with videotape recorders. 

The more ideological of these illiterate teachers seem 
"elitism’’ in any suggestion that Literate English be demand¬ 
ed of the student. Last spring, in fact, representatives of 3,000 
college English instructors in the U.S. and Canada approved 
a resolution "to uphold the right of students to their own 
language." 

Student '’passive lump’ 

Imagine chemistry teachers voting to uphold the students 
right to believe in alchemy! 

Such teachers make a pretense of treating the student as 
an equal, but their words mask a suffocating paternalism: 
the student, in their view, is a passive lump with no respon¬ 
sibility for what he learns or fails to learn. The student’s suc¬ 
cess is entirely the responsibility of the teacher, who has 
been "relevant" or has failed to be. 

"Tehqh students, not subjects," is the question-begging 
slogan of such teachers: whit they will teach isn't stated 
They pander to student narcissism, until students take it for 
granted that their |>ersonal tastes, preferences and anxieties 
are all they need to judge the value of subject matter about 
which they are, by definition, ignorant. 

Well, why bother at all about illiteracy? It isn’t just in 
the schools. Radio and TV arc strongholds of Demotic; print 
media aren’t much better. 

I have before me a letter from Premier Dave Barrett so 
brutishly punctuated that its meaning is only somewhat 
clearer than a Mayan codex. If one can become a successful 
columnist or politician without troubling to learn how to 
write, why on earth should anyone else? 

The answer is that Demotic is democracy’s worst enemy. 
Demotic is the language of the demagogue, the bully, the 
tryant. Its crudities encourage black-and-white thinking, irra¬ 
tionality. and immaturity. 

It is no coincidence that the modern dictators have 
always systematically debased their Literate dialects and en¬ 
couraged their Demotics: Stalin, Hitler, and Nixon were fully 
aware that their deeds would not bear description in Literate 
Russian, German, or English, and did their considerable best 
to degrade those languages. 

In a democracy, theoriticaliy, the ruling class is made 
up of everyone; everyone, then, ought to have a command of 
ihe dialect mast suited to running society’s affairs. Democra¬ 
cy is too demanding of logic, subtlety, and discrimination to 
survive in a society that prefers Demotic — or is stuck with 
it by default.

Man interferes with nature 
in ignorance of consequences

. The basic moving force of evolution is the influence of 
neighboring species on each other, not c hanges in the physi¬ 
cal environment, according to a University of California San 
Diego biologist. This is an extremely important fact of life on 
earth. 

It is important because man has become tlie over¬ 
whelmingly influential species of life and. moreover, is the 
close and interfering neighbor of every other species of 
animal and plant. 

Paul Daytpn, assistant professor of oceanography at the 
Scripps Institution of Oceanography here, said all man's in¬ 
terferences are "selective.” That is, man encourages the 
reproduction and survival of some species of plant and 
animal life, and discourages the reproduction ?nd survival of 
others. His interference is never entirely neutral. 

The result la that man. in aelertiog the biological future 
of other forms. Is selecting hi* own. The trouble I*, he I* 
doing mo without realizing what he I* about. I)avbin cau¬ 
tioned. 

To change this blindfold attack on the stability of life on 
Earth, he said, ecology has to become a science instead of 
merely a subject of philosophical discussion. 

* * * 

Dayton, who recently received the Mercer Award of the 
Ecological Society of America, is helping to accomplish this 
transformation by refining ecological experimentation. 

He said the first thing serious ecologists must recognize 
is that every species of plant and animal has an evolutionary 
effect on the other species with which it comes in contact. 
Some of these evolutionary interactions are so obscure they 
cannot properly be described but no matter how trivial they 
may appear to be. it can never be assumed they are unim¬ 
portant. 

Some species that seem to be unimportant members of 
ecological communities like the chaparral, the forest, the 
kelp bed or the meadow may actually play a vital role in the 
stability and survival of those communities, Dayton said. 

Experimentation in the science of ecology Involves con¬ 
trolled manipulation of the environment, either of selected 
species as part of the environment or of other environmental 
factors.

"Ideally, such experiments are designed to test specific 
hypotheses about the roles of these various factors,” Dayton 
said. "My approach has been to study how particular species

interviewed by the BBC World 
Service, he admitted that this 
meeting had taken place. 

Most Irishmen are inclined 
to believe that there are 
Marxists in the IRA who have 
much in common with Bahr. 
and indeed would be prepared 
to co-operate with him. • Neu¬ 
tral ground like Libya was an 
ideal meeting point for initiat¬ 
ing this collaboration. 

Nothing might come of this, 
hut on the other hand Bahr’s 
visit could prove a turning 
point in Ulster political devel¬ 
opments in the sense that it 
will have brought to the fore a 
new-type leader, very dif¬ 
ferent from the old guard like 
Rev. Ian Paisley and William 
Craig. 

For in Irish circles they 
whisper that the ultimate aim 
of Bahr and his friends is, 
once Ulster has reached in¬ 
dependence. to rent the Har- 
land and Wolff shipyard to the 
Russians, thus by-passing the 
old politicians and the British i 
connection. 


Subverting democracy 

Trying to think carefully in Demotic is like trying to play 
a piano sonata on a child’s xylophone: there just aren't 
enough keys to produce more than a parody. Schools that en¬ 
courage Demotic are therefore not only short-changing their 
students: they’re subverting the democracy they were set up 
to serve and maintain. 

Kilian's Laws predict a solution. Start demanding more 
of students and of everyone else and literacy will 
improve. Make the consequence of illiteracy unpleasant 
enough and literacy will improve. Show students the 
genuine pleasures of using precise language in a clear mind 
• not just pedantic nitpicking) and literacy will improve 
Encourage students to think of themselves as restless, in¬ 
dependent Literates, not as passive, complacent demotics — 
and literacy will improve. 

Literacy, like everything else in this world, can be just as 
good as we want it to be Good or bad. it will express who we 
are more than it will express anything else.

"If you want to understand or manage disturbances of 
natural communities that man causes with pollutants, for in¬ 
stance. you have to know the foundation species."

If a species perishes as x result of man's pollutants, the 
community i* drastically altered. But if a specie* I* favored 
by nutrient* in waste water, to give just one example, the 
same kind of disruption of natural coinmunlBe* result*. 

Man selects by destroying habitats, such as estuaries, 
lakes and fields turned over lo commercial purposes. Daytop 
said whole species can be locally extinguished in this way. 
and extinction of endangered species can be general.

Harvesting is one of the most selective of human activi¬ 
ties. according to Dayton. He said that in almost every case 
man harvests species that are disproportionately important 
in their communities, lagging, for example, selects species 
that contribute the most "structure" to the forest community, 
and commercial and sports fishing is directed at large preda¬ 
tors. 

Dayton said man also selects by agriculture, creating sin¬ 
gle species of crop plants, such as corn, rice or wheat, that 
have some special attribute man wants to encourage. 

"This almost always excludes ahd perhaps extinguishes 
other species that have existed throughout evolution and 
which have contributed to the evolution of the species'pre¬ 
ferred by man." Dayton said. 

"When natural selective pressure* are removed the fa¬ 
vored specie* lose their Inherited defences against disease* 
and Insect enemies." he said. They thus often become more 
susceptible to these attacks, and this leads to Increased reli¬ 
ance on chemical poisons and fertilisers, themselves a has- 
ardou* interference In the natural condition. 

Dayton said nobody can assess damage caused by human 
selections like these without understanding the roles played 
in their ecological communities by the species that are man's 
targets. 

"In extinguishing a species that may appear unimpor¬ 
tant. man may extinguish a key species that stabilizes a com¬ 
munity of thousands of species/' he said.

Here's how to speed up a possible cut in ihe price of 
sugar buy some. By doing so, your friendly neighborhood 
grocer will use up his inventory .and so be able to buy some 
new stock at the lower prices that have suddenly appeared. 

The price of raw sugar on the London market the basis 
for the refiners prices—has dropped about $95 a ton so far 
this week and is now down tbout $40 a ton from its all-time 
high of $1,500 a ton set Nov. 21. 

This rapid reduction should be reflect^ in a drop of 
about one-third for the shelf price of a five-pound bag 
eventual!^. The Canadian Sugar Institute says that most 
supermarkets have about a two-week supply on hand so the 
reductions may have stained by the time you read this. 

Some of the bigger refiners reduce their prices to whole¬ 
salers on a daily basis, using the London quotations as a 
guide. Others alter their prices on a weekly basis, based on 
the price paid the previous week. 

Stephen Statchenko. president of Redpath Sugar Ltd. of 
Montreal, told the Globe and Mail that he disputes allegations 
that supermarkets made undue profits during the period 
when sugar prices were rising. In several instances, he said, 
the chains were selling sugar at less than inventory replace-, 
meni cost as the prices rose rapidly. 

And when the prices fall, Siatchenko said, it's just as dif¬ 
ficult for stores. The fortunate ones with lower inventories 
can quickly reduce prices as new stock arrives at a lower 
cost, forcing competitors with larger inventories to drop 
prices to remain competitive. 

About 90 per cent of Canada’s sugar requirements are 
filled by imported raw cane sugar. The remaining 10 per cent 
is grown domestically in sugar beets. 

Canadians consume about 107 pounds of sugar each an¬ 
nually, according to the sugar institute. About 60 per cent of 
that amount is consumed in prepared foods such as soft 
drinks, candy, baked and canned goods. 

The institute also warns that the current relief may hr 
short-lived. There is a shrinking world supply and this factor 
could show up in ihe London market at any time.

The Canadian government's 
indexing of transfer pay¬ 
ments, social-welfare costs, 
and |>ersonal income tax will 
produce about $1.5 billion in 
disposable income next year. 

In addition, the federal bud¬ 
get Nov. 18 will produce an¬ 
other $2.2 billion lo $2.5 billion 
in disitosable income, he said. 

Business investment will he 
another major source of 
strength in the 1975 economy. 

Investment in non-residen- 
tial construction will rise by 
6.11 .per cent ir. 1975. about 1 
per cent less than its potential 
growth rate. It will grow 6.11 
per cent in 1976. 

Because Canada's growth 
will not achieve its potential, 
the unemployment rate is ex¬ 
pected to peak at 6.4 per cent 
by the end of next year and 
then gradually decline dur¬ 
ing 1976. 

Wilson said inflation "re¬ 
mains the fly in the oint¬ 
ment.” 

He forecast a continuing 
high rate of inflation, saying 
it will be the most serious 
aspect of the economy. 

Inflation will run around 
10.5 per cent in 1975 and drop 
to about 8.5 per cent in 1976. 

He said he expected that

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Gold ban extension urged 


WASHINGTON (L'PI) - 
Federal Reserve Chairman 
Arthur Bums broke with the 
administration Thursday and 
asked Congress to extend the 
40-year-old prohibition against 
private ownership of gold, 
which expires Dec. 30. 

Although he acknowledged 
there was almost no chance 
the ban would be extended. 
Bums warned that a specula¬ 
tive gold-buying binge . may 
“complicate a financial situa¬ 
tion that is already beset by 
strains and stresses.” 

Treasury Secretary William 
Simon Monday opposed a bill 
which would continue the ban 
until July 1, 1975 and an¬ 
nounced the Treasury would 
sell 2 million ounces of its 
gold, worth about $360 million, 
on Jan, 6. 


The announcement caused 
world gold prices to plunge. 

Bums told a House banking 
subcommittee the economy 
could suffer in a number of 
ways if many Americans de¬ 
ride to transfer their savings 
from bank accounts and 
stocks into gold. 

lie said heavy imports of 
gold would increase the U.S. 
balance of payments deficit, 
lowering the value of the dol¬ 
lar and raising the cost of im¬ 
ports. which would reinforce 
inflation- 

In addition. Burns said, de¬ 
posits withdrawn from sav¬ 
ings accounts would hurt the 
homebuilding industry, deepi- 
ening the recession; Stock 
prices might fall as investors 
move from stocks into gold 
and credit might become 


scarce for industries that 
must borrow. 

"Speculative forces origin¬ 
ating in the gold market may 
spread lo the markets for 
silver and other precious 
metals, and from there to 
other commodity markets,” 
Bums said. 

Simon said the auction of 2 


million of the nation's 276 mil¬ 
lion ounces of gold would 
make a profit of over $300 
million for ihe government, 
requiring it to borrow that 
much less than it otherwise 
would and making more 
money available to private 
borrowers.

Gold crosses border 


OTTAWA (CPI ('.old va¬ 
lued at $6.75 million and prob¬ 
ably making up part of some 
country's official monetary 
reserves was shipped in from 
the United States at an On¬ 
tario border crossing in Oc¬ 
tober. 

The U.S. commerce depart¬ 
ment reports monthly on gold 
imports and exports and the 
latest report, issued Thurs¬ 
day. showed that 159.980 
ounces was brought in at a 
Niagara Peninsula border 
point. 

The value was gi'en at 
$6,754,738. which works out to 


$42.22 an ounce, the price for 
official monetary reserves. 
The world market price is 
about four times the official 
price. 

There was no immediate 
comment from government 
officials here about who owns 
the gold. 

Like the U.S., Canada 
stores gold in its vaults' for 
other countries. 

Total value of official Cana¬ 
dian gold reserves is $927.3 
million. 

There was no explanation in 
the commerce department re¬ 
port for the ex|»ort of gold. 


Other countries rarely with¬ 
draw gold from U.S. vaults, 
although Saudi Arabia earlier 
this year shipped home more 
than 2.5 million ounces of its 
monetary reserves. 

Canada is the major export¬ 
er of gold to the U.S. for in¬ 
dustrial purposes. At the time 
it was taking home some 
monetary gold in October. 
Canada was exerting 75,892 
ounces of commercial gold to 
the United States.

Hayden, an officer or direc¬ 
tor of more than a dozen cor¬ 
porations, says an interim re¬ 
port critical of the legislation 
will be delayed until the com¬ 
mittee completes its study of 
ihe latest amendments. 

The legislative proposals 
would strengthen the con¬ 
sumer protection provisions of 
the Combines Investigation 
Act and maintain a competi¬ 
tive environment for smaller 
businessmen by regulating 
certain trade practices to en¬ 
sure manufacturers supply all 
dealers and by controls over 
certain sales and pricing pro¬ 
cedures. 

ft would also bring all ser¬ 
vices from sports to land 
assembly and development 
and the professions under 
the scope of the Combines Act 
for the first time. 

One of the amendments 
would release amateur sport 
from the combines regulation, 
but not professional sport. 
The Senate committee in¬ 
dicated it docs not feel any 
sport activities should be re¬ 
gulated under the Combines 
Act.

Saturn, a yellowish orb 700 
times bigger than earth, is 
surrounded by three enor¬ 
mous rings thought to be com¬ 
posed of flying rocks kbme as 
large as the biggest buildings 
on Earth. 

Some scientists suspect the 
entire region of Saturn is full 
of flying rocks. If so, the haz¬ 
ard to the 670-pound Pioneer 
is great because at high speed 


a single fleck of dust would 
destroy the spaceship. 

But the 16,000 mile spare 
between the innermost ring 
and Saturn should be swept 
clean of rocks by the planet's 
gravity. Pioneer will angle in 
from above; slip through the 
space and shoot aw'ay toward 
Titan. 

At the closest it will be just 
5.500 miles from the olanet’s 
surface. Saturn’s rings are 
only a mile thick, bo Pioneer 
will pass through the clear 
space in a fraction of a sec¬ 
ond, too fast to phograph the 
rings.

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CAHA Qpposes drafting ‘exceptional’ juniors

TORONTO tCP) It may 
not be in the interests of the 
World Hockey Association, 
tmt the Canadian Amateur 
Hockey Association is entirely 
opposed to the pros drafting 
"exceptional” junior hockey 
players—those under 20 years 
ot age. 

CAHA executive director 
Gordon Juckes says he is "op¬ 
timistically hoping that such a 
draft will not be in effect next 
year." 

The WILA started the bid¬ 
ding war for junior players 
two years ago when it drafted 
underage players, decimating 
in particular Toronto Marl- 


horos of the Ontario Hockey- 
Association Major Junior A 
series. 

As of last year, an agree- . r 
ment between the CAHA. 
WHA and National Hockey 
League, allows the two pm 
circuits to select 18-year-old 
players with "exceptional” 
talent in the first and second 
rounds of their respective 
drafts. 

Until last June. junior 
players could be drafted only- 
after their graduate year. 

"There is no doubt we made 
a bad mistake at the time 
that could prove disastrous by 
diluting the quality of junior 


hockey.” Juckes claimed this 
week. "I guess it would be 
easy enough to cover our¬ 
selves and let this disastn >us 
move continue, but it would n't ‘ 
be right.” 

Under the old system llbe 
NHL teams would pay $20,000 
to the junior clubs for eat fi 
junior drafted in the top 1 0 
they were able to sign, Th r 
clubs would also be i>aid fo r 
subsequent junior draf t 
choices on a graduated scale. 

1 lowever. with the WHA { 
raiding previously fertile ter¬ 
ritory and not providing any 
financial remuneration to the 
clubs, the NHL withdrew , 


from its support of the CAHA. 

Under the current agree¬ 
ment, the NHL and WHA 
have agreed to pay the ama¬ 
teur body $20,000 for each of 
the first 50 drafted players 
they are able to sign. S15.0OO 
for signing players among the 
next 40 drafted and $10,000 for 
the subsequent 30. 

^tn addition, each exception¬ 
al player drafted and signed 
means an additional $20,000 
assessment. 

Juckes says he would ac¬ 
cept modifications in the cur¬ 
rent agreement as a ,, l>ettei- 
than-nothing answer” to the 
problem. 


"Actually, at the time of the 
original proposal, we wanted 
modifications. I suggested 
that exceptional underage 
players be taken in the first 
round. but the owners 
Wouldn't buy it. 

"As a result, you've got all 
these six-ailed exceptional 
youngsters in the press boxes 
and minbr leagues.” 

But while Juckes is trying 
to work out an alternative to 
the current crisis, WHA pres¬ 
ident Dennis Murphy has his 
reservations on lifting the rule 
altogether. 

“We've got a committee 
headed by Jim Pattison < Van¬ 


couver Blazers • and Ben 
Hat*kin (WHA trustee* look¬ 
ing into this.” says Murphy. 
“We might accept modified 
liorposals. but I think we'd 
look twice at totally rescind¬ 
ing the underage ruling. 

"Until this year we were 
getting bombed in the drafts. 
This year we did very well. I 
can’t see going hack to get¬ 
ting bombed. We’ll be explor¬ 
ing all tacets of the question.” 

Anri while the WHA is look¬ 
ing after its interests, the fed¬ 
eral government also has 
shown concern. 

Health minister Marc La- 
londe, under 'whose depart¬ 


ment falls sport in Canada, 
has appointed a committee 
headed by Bob Giroux, execu¬ 
tive director of Spoil Canada, 
to look at the situation. 

"We are reviewing the en¬ 
tire pro-am agreement.” says 
Giroux. 

"What we are trying to do 
is act like a catalyst and 
bring the parties together. 

"M- Lalonde is of the opin¬ 
ion that something must he 
done, so we are getting to¬ 
gether to work out an ami¬ 
cable solution." 

Juckes isn’t hopeful of a re¬ 
turn to the old ways. 

"There has been talk in 


legal circles that you can’t de¬ 
stroy the right of a pei-son to 
makp a proper living,” said 
the CAHA official. "There is 
some talk the legislation in 
the United States might not 
allow it . . 

"I’d actually accept some 
sort of modification, whereas 
if an exceptional player were 
drafted and the professional 
team that drafted him is un¬ 
able to sign him. he becomes 
a free agent. 

"Only then will the owner* 
think twice about taking a 
rhance on drafting under¬ 
age.”

Buzz Bombers in Pedder and Becher Bay are finding 
plenty of excitement fishing for chinooks in the three to 
13-pound bracket, with the occasional one a bit larger. 

It may be a little chilly, sometimes even blustery, but 
this time of year brings the most consistent salmon fishing to 
lower-island waters. 

The nice thing about fishing for these winter chinooks is 
you don't have to chase them out into the Strait. They are 
found close to shore. 

At Becher Bay; you only have to go a couple of hundred 
yards from the marina and tie up to the log booms and oast 
for them with Buzz Bombs, Stingsildas or Deadly Dicks. 

If you want to troll for them you need go no further than 
Frazer Island, the Bedfords, Church Rock and Whirl Bay. 
Beechey Head, where you might find rough waters, has been 
rather slow. 

On Wednesday at Becher Bay, 13 boats returned wth 25 
salmon. 

At Pedder Bay spin casters are getting the chinooks tight 
in against the kelp between Fossil Point and Bentick Island. 

It has been mainly trolling with deep lines in the vicinity 
of Brotchie Ledge to Clover Point for Victoria area anglers. 
Strip Teasers and Minnow' Teasers have been the big produc¬ 
ers. 


Saanich Inlet fishing has been generally good — about 1.9 
fish to a boat, with federal fisheries checking 215 boats for 81 
chinook. 45 jacks (salmon between three and five pounds), 
162 chinook grilse and 129 coho grilse. 

The overall catch average elsewhere in tip-of-the-island • 
waters has been 1.6 salmon to the boat, with Sooke area 
waters about two fish to a boat. 

Fisheries this week checked 39 boats off Sidney for 16 
chinooks, 19 jacks, and 10 chinook grilse; 177 boats off 
Victoria for 57 chinooks, 30 jacks, 59 chinook grilse and eight 
coho grilse; 132 boats off Oak Bay for 48 chinooks, 63 jacks, 
39 chinook grilse and 10 coho grilse. 

In Sooke’s Pedder-Becher-Secretary Island waters 238 
boats were checked for 303 chinooks and 289 jacks. 

Cowichan’s Bold Bluff waters have not been hot, but at 
least one angler limited on small chinooks, with one pound of 
lead, 275 feet of line and Strip Teaser. 

Buzz Bombers are still getting chums in Cowichan Bay. 
The Nanaimo area is giving up some chinooks, and many 
grilse. 

There are chinooks at Deep Bay, but not too many yet. 
There has been some good chinook fishing along the Comox 
Bar between Palliser Rock and Denman Island. Up-island 
weather has been blustery, but a few chinooks are being 
taken in Campbell River's Duncan Bay.

Anglers should note that ling cod fishing is closed from 
Dec. 1 to the end of February in all waters from Beechey 
Head, around the east coast of Vancouver Island, to Cape 
Scott. 


Although anglers still have to fish among spawimdg sal¬ 
mon. the steelhead season has started. 

Gold River has had some good-runs in the lower reaches. 
Campbell and Quinsam Rivers have also produced steelhead, 
and so have the Stamp, Big QUalicum, Little Qu$ijcum, 
Englishman, Nanaimo and Cowichan ^rivers, and China 
Creek. 

The Cowichan steelhead have come from die Riverbottom 
area, but now is the time to watch for them below the Silver 
Bridge on the Island Highway. But that is chum salmon 
spawning water and you are more than likely to snag a 
chum, which sports fishermen are not allowed to keep. 

Steelheaders are clicking in the Nitinat and Quamichan 
Lake has been producing trout for anglers using paste and 
eggs. Shawnigan Lake has also been producing trout for an¬ 
glers using single eggs or a small ball of paste. 

Now is the time on Dougan Lake to try trolling a red-tail 
Professor fly or to fish a woolly worm fly by letting it sink 
close to the bcrttom and then slowly retrieving it. 


dance problems of some exist¬ 
ing clubs, Kuhn told reporters 
that Toronto is one of four 
cities considered now as hav¬ 
ing "good prospects”.

McHale of Montreal Expos, a 
strong advocate of a major 
league franchise, preferably 
National, for Toronto. 

Metropolitan Toronto coun¬ 
cil chairman Paul Godfrey, 
who was throwing a promo¬ 
tional party for media repre¬ 
sentatives down the hall, and 
came in to hear the commis¬ 


sioner, was jubilant at his an¬ 
nouncement. 

“I think that’s money in the 
bank for us,” he said later. 
"This is a red-letter day for 
Toronto and it’s more than I 
ever-thought would come out 
of these meetings.” 

He said Metro, which is re¬ 
building Toronto’s Canadian 
National Exhibition Stadium 
to accommodate 40,000 per¬ 
sons for baseball, will follow 
up with the new committee 
closely. 

The subject of expansion 
concerned both .leagues at 
their separate meetings 
Thursday, and there were 
published reports that at least 
one owner, Walter O’Malley 
of Los Angeles Dodgers, had 
suggested the establishment 
of a third league containing 
only expansion franchises.

Davis, highest paid Mon¬ 
treal player at a reported 
$110,000 a year, came to the 
National League Expos in a 
straight trade with Los An¬ 
geles Dodgers before the 1974 
season for relief pitcher Mike 
Marshall, who got into the 
bad books of the Montreal 
management for reported dis¬ 
paraging statements about 
some of his team-mates’ play 
after the 1973 season. 

In $ announcing the trade, 
manager Gene Mauch said he 
hoped Davis’s centre-field 
spot would be filled by a com¬ 
bination of Pepe Mangual, al¬ 
ready with the team, and 
Rich Coggins, whom the 
Expos obtained earlier this 
week from Baltimore Orioles 
of the American League. 

He said MacKanin. who 
came to the Rangers late last 
season from Spokane of the 
Pacific Coast League would 
be given a chance at second 
and third base. MacKanin 
batted .291 in 140 games for 
Spokane and played two late- 
season games with Texas, 
getting one triple in six at 
6ats4 

Stanhouse pitched for both 
Texas and Spokane last sea¬ 
son. His won-lost record on 
the coast was 4-5 with a 2.44 
eamed-run average in ‘T2 
games, and with the Rangers 
he was 1-1 with a 4.88 ERA in 
18 games. 

Davis batted .295 in 153 
games in 1974 and led the 
team in batting, runs (86), 
hits (180), doubles (27), tri¬ 
ples (9) and runs batted in 
(89). 

At the end of the season he 
was chosen the Expos’ player 
of- the year by the Montreal 
chapter of the Baseball Writ¬ 
ers Association of America.

WFL seeks immediate transfusion 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala. (API 
The president of the World 
Football League said Thurs¬ 
day that the financially-ailing 
league would fold unless it 
found new inventors with big 
pocketbooks for most of its 
teams by AJarch. 

Chris Hemmeter, who also 
is president of the WFL’s Ha¬ 
waii franchise, said he did not 


think folding was a serious 
possibility. But. he said, fail¬ 
ure to find new investors and 
more stable owners would 
mean there would be no WFL 
in 1975. 

“ :I have guarded op¬ 
timism.” Hemmeter said at a 
news conference. “But we 
have very serious problems 
that have at times seemed in¬ 


surmountable. We have a 
troubled ship ... we think we 
can bring it back to shore.” 

Hemmeter said only three 
of the league’s franchises 
have the solid ownership 
needed to continue for another 
season. He said a complete 
reorganization of the league 
and its financial structure, re¬ 
cently completed, should be

the catalyst to attract new 
owners the league needs. 

He said the league "had lost 
about 520 million in its first 
season, and he blamed it on 
the combination of bad man¬ 
agement and "unfounded op¬ 
timism.” 

Hemmeter said if jbe 
league cannot solve its prob¬ 
lems by February, or March 
at the least, it would be time 
to write its obituary. ' 

He said in order to survive, 
the league must have its fran¬ 
chises back into such major 
television markets as New 


York and Detroit and lhat it 
must sign a major television 
network contract. 

He said there has been no 
serious talk of a television 
contract yet. because "un^il 
we (WFL) stabilize, the net¬ 
works will have no serious 
talks with us.” 

Hemmeter acknowledged 
that the league destroyed its 
own credibility, ajid many of 
its franchises created ill will 
in (heir own organizations by 
failing to pay their players on 
tiine. 

Hemmeter said that four of 
the league’s 10 remaining 


franchises -Portland, Chica¬ 
go. Shreveport and Charlotte 
had been taken over by the 
league office because local 
investment had not worked. 
He said of the remaining six 
teams, only Philadelphia. Ha¬ 
waii and Memphis have "sub¬ 
stantial” ownership.

"isn't going to be around very 
long" because it faces fatdl 
economic problems. says 
Clarence Campbell, president 
of the rival National Hockey 
League. 

Campbell told a news con¬ 
ference here- "Economically, 
the WHA simply can’t con¬ 
tinue tftuch longer. Some fran¬ 
chises might survive but at¬ 
tendance simply doesn’t jus¬ 
tify continuing in many cities, 
in that league.” 

Campbell was in Pittsburgh 
to check on one of the NHL’* 
<*wn economic problems, the 
financially troubled Penguins. 
Only 7656 fans attended 
Wednesday night’s game be¬ 
tween Toronto Maple Leafs 
and the Penguins and. be¬ 
cause of attendance problems 
and a ateep payroll, the NHL 


is giving the dub financial as¬ 
sistance. 

The NHL has an even big¬ 
ger problem in Oakland 
where it has operated Califor¬ 
nia Seals since acquiring 
them front Charles O. Finley. 
It is looking for a buyer. 

"We’ve got to resolve the 
Oakland situation or we’ll 
bleed to death,” Campbell 
said. He added there is a good 
possibility the team will be 
moved but "nothing is posi¬ 
tive yet.” 

The Seals are drawing an 
average of 6800 fans a game. 
To break even in the NHL 
•crowds of an Hind 15,000 are 
needed 

Campbell said Denver inter¬ 
ests. who have been awarded 
an NHL franchise for the 
1976-77 season, have offered to’ 
buy the Seals and move the 
learn to Colorado. 

Campbell's remarks about 


the W r HA brought an immedi¬ 
ate response from Dennis 
Murphy, WHA president. 
Speaking in Long Beach, 
Calif.. Murphy said "Clarence 
Campbell should mind his 
<nvn business ” 

"Campbell has been wrong 
since we started. Our atten¬ 
dance is up 40 per cent or 
.100.000 over the same time 
last year. We’ve made steady 
progress and Campbell should 
worry about the problems in 
his ow n league. " 

Murphy singled out new 
NHL franchises in Washing¬ 
ton and Kansas City as criti¬ 
cal areas.

NEW YORK (UPI) Com¬ 
poser-conductors Leonard 
■Bernstein and Henry Mancini 
denied a claim by bandleader 
Lyle »Skitch) Henderson that 
he had sought their advice on 
the value of his music library. 

Appealing as prosecution 
witnesses at Henderson’s tax 
evasion trial in Manhattan 
federal court. Bernstein and 
Mancini also denied they had 
evaluated Henderson's musi¬ 
cal scores at $650 a selection. 

The library of 762 selections 
was donated by Henderson to 
the University of Wisconsin in 
the University of Wisconsin in 
Madison. Henderson. 56. of 
New York and Litchfield. 
Conn., sought a $350,000 tax 
deduction for the library 
which the government claims 
was virtually worthless. 

In a letter allegedly written 
by Henderson in Dec., 1969, to 
Prof. Bruce Benward of Wis¬ 
consin’s School of Music, Hen¬ 
derson said: 

“I have sought the advice 
of Leonard Bernstein, Henry 
Mancini and Victor Albert 
(librarian of the Boston 
Symphony and Boston Pops) 
and we fed that a fair evalu¬ 
ation would be $650 per selec¬ 
tion.” 

“I haven’t a clue about the 
monetary value of an F- 
sharp,” Bernstein told the 
jury of eight women and four 


men. He said although he and 
Henderson have been ’’casual 
friends over e long period,” 
he was not '’terribly familiar 
with Henderson’s music.” and 
was not aware the British- 
born bandleader had a music 
library. 

Henderson is accused r of 
evading $40,000 In income 
taxes in 1969 and 1970 by tak¬ 
ing an illegal deduction on the 
donation. He allegedly back¬ 
dated- the donation made in 
1970 to 1969 and attempted to 
cover up the tax evasion by 
sumitting false, forged and 
back-dated documents to the 
Internal Revenue Service. 1 

Mancini. who described 


himself as a composer, ar¬ 
ranger, conductor and jjer- 
former, said it was “no part 
of his work to appraise 
music” and he never did. He 
knew Henderson for 15 years, 
he said, often visited his East 
Side townhouse, but never ad¬ 
vised Henderson on the value 
of his music library and “cer¬ 
tainly never set the $650 fig¬ 
ure.”

Police don’t occupy 
the role of bouncers 


Business people who think 
they can use policemen as 
bouncers ran into criticism 
Thursday in Victoria Provin¬ 
cial Court from Ixjth Judge 
William Ostler and prosecutor 
Gordon Macdonald. 

The case involved Edward 
Joseph Nolan, 51, no fixed 
address’ who was charged 
Wednesday morning before 
Ostler with causing a distur¬ 
bance by being drunk at 
about 9:30 p.m. Tuesday in 
the Mediaeval Inn, 1005 
Broad. 

Nolan pleaded not guilty 
and Macdonald suggested he 
be held in custody pending 
trial. He said Nolan had 13 
previous convictions this year 
for similar offences and had 
been held overnight in the 
Victoria jail "seven times in 


the last 10 days’* because of 
drunkenness. 

Ostler agreed Nolan should 
be kept in custody. Happily. 
Thursday afternoon had come 
open owing to delay of a trial 
and Ostler was able to hold 
Nolan's trial then, reducing 
the time in custody to less 
than two days. 

But when Nolan was called 
for trial Thursday. Macdonald 
had to advise Ostler the 
crown was calling no evi¬ 
dence. 

The prosecutor said Consta¬ 
ble Derek Chow, who an¬ 
swered the Tuesday night call 
for help at the restaurant, re¬ 
ceived complaints from three 
persons about Nolan. One of 
the three gave a name and 
said he was the manager. 

Wednesday evening. Consta¬ 
ble Bud Curry returned to the

restaurant to round up 
witnesses for the early trial. 
Macdonald said a man who 
identified himself as the man¬ 
ager gave a different name 
and no one using the first 
name worked there. In addi¬ 
tion, no one admitted seeing 
anything Tuesday "and no¬ 
body wished to go to court.” 

Macdonald said it is "often 
the case in the business com¬ 
munity (that) they want po¬ 
lice to come to break up a 
fight but won't go to court 
about it." 

Ostler dismissed tlic charge 
but added: "It should not be 
thought that police occupy the 
role of bouncers . . . they 
(business people) should be 
prepared to come to court.” 

As he released Nolan, lie 
told the court veteran he was 
pleased at "how much better 
you look" for more than a day 
away from alcohol.

Tthe provinces have in¬ 
creased royalties on oil and 
the federal government has 
stopped allowing companies 
to deduct royalties as an ex¬ 
pense, resulting in an in¬ 
crease in the federal tax take. 

The pipeline system dis¬ 
tributing western crude oil ex¬ 
tends to refineries in Toronto, 
and surplus Canadian produc¬ 
tion is exported to the United 
States. East Coast refineries 
use imported crude oil. 

An agreement between the 
premiers and the prime min¬ 
ister earlier this year es¬ 
tablished a two-price system 
for oil, resulting in cheaper 
prices for the domestic mar¬ 
ket. 

There is an export tax on 
sales to the U.S. and m j6t of 
this money is used to sub¬ 
sidize eastern refineries, 
which must buy costlier im- 
jjorted crude oil, and hold 
down product prices to con¬ 
sumers. 

The tax take from oil has 
become an issue in how much 
the federal government pays 
to the so-called have-not prov¬ 
inces. Hie federal govern¬ 
ment is committed to provide 
extra revenue to those prov¬ 
inces where revenue per per¬ 


son from various tax sources 
is below the national average. 

These equalization payments 
are made to seven provincial 
governments. 

Including extra oil revenue 
to the provinces in the equali¬ 
zation formula increases the 


amount the federal govern¬ 
ment must pay to the poorer 
provinces — because the 
average combined tax take by 
the provinces is increased. 

When the price started to go 
up, the federal government 
first excluded the new oil rev¬ 


enue. But Turner announced 
in his budget last month that 
the federal government in¬ 
tended to include one-third of 
the new oil money in the for¬ 
mula for calculating equaliza¬ 
tion payments. Higher federal 
taxes on oil would provide 


money for those extra pay¬ 
ments. 

When questioned in Parlia¬ 
ment on his budget, Turner 
indicated there would be 
gotiations on changes in the 
formula at the meeting with 
provincial ministers.

Her name is Mrs. Giaco- 
mini. She lives with her 
fudge-colored border Collie 
bitch, Penny Giacomini, and 
her cows and “her family” of 
15 occupants of her cabins. 

She’s far from being a rent- 
gouger, with rental prices at 
low as $18 a month. 

'Tve been here so long 
(since 1918, when her husband 
drove the mine tractor haul¬ 
ing dynamite) most of them 
are just like my own family,” 
she says gently. 

“We just live here, in good 
fellowship you might say.” 

She doesn't think (he mine 
closure will make much dif¬ 
ference to Jordan River itself. 
“We’ve been through closures 
before.” 

Mrs. Giacomini also know's 
that the 1974 brand of poverty 
is not like that of the great 
depression. 

"I went through the hungry* 
’30s, I haven’t got over it 
yet. . . nobody’s happy unless 
they’ve got two cars and 
boat these days." 

Her one great fear appears 
to be the government’s plan 
for a prison camp on a nearby 
provincial forest reserve 
about which she's protested to 
Premier Barrett and other 
politicians.. 

She points out wistfully that 
Jordan River’s the sort of 
place where people “never 
think of locking their 
doors” . . . even though it's 
not the sort of place it once 
was. 

Down at the local Jordan 
River Hotel bar, people still 
talk in murmurs of the Oc¬ 
tober shooting incident in the 
lobby that put Mrs. Daisy 
Graham in hospital in critical 
condition. 

Her husband, hotel operator 
Jeffrey Graham, was remand¬ 
ed in custody — and no one 
appears to know what has 
happened to the pair. Rumor 
is that the place will soon 
once again be up for sale, 
is that the placw will soon 

One of Mrs. Giacomini’s 
“Hill” family, A1 Skidmore is 
helping out at the bar. He 
doesn’t think the layoffs will 
affect the pub’s perennial 
charm. 

“No matter how broke you 
are. you can still find 30 cents 
for a glass of beer." 

And it is generally agreed 
that the hotel has that conge¬ 
nial "haywire” quality that 
acts as a people-magnet much 
as it does in northern B.C. 
watering places. 

Sitting with Skidmore are 
Fred Erickson (“If I’m not 
here by 11:30 a.m. they phone 
to see if I’m alive or not”) 
and Ray Carlson. 

Erickson’s been out of log¬ 
ging work since June because 
of sickness — he pays $50 a 
month for a two-bedroom du¬ 
plex. 

Carlson was laid off from 
the mine in mid-November 
because the doctor said he 
couldn't work underground 

Carlson and his wife, Ida, 
have three children at the 
local elementary school, and 
don’t want to leave Jordan 
River until the school year 
ends. 

Mrs. Carlson,works as time¬ 
keeper and general girl- 
Friday at the mine. She’s one 
of 16 staff members still 
working and awaiting news of 
further closure developments. 

“Just food these days and 
feeding three kids costs a lot 
of money,” she says. 

But down at the bar, Ray 
Carlson takes a philosophical 
view of the recession. “Ibis 
might do a little bit of good; 
slow things down a bit.”

panions explain that em¬ 
ployees commuting from 
Sooke are in a much worse 
position. They have to pay 
much higher rents. 

In Jordan River there's a 
community hall, a very good 
school and there’ll certainly 
be a Christmas party for the 
children. 

Talk focuses on wet-suited 
surfers and hippies (“most of 
them are pretty good types") 
who pack three bartables 
when their welfare cheques 
arrive. 

Or on die man who rode his 
motorcycle down a nearby 
five-and-a-haif-mile flume. 

In comes Dickie Poirier, 
one of the mine mechanics 
laid off Tuesday. He’s 20- 
years-old, full of life and 
wearing a distinctive white 
cowboy hat. He leaves his 
smart pick-up outside. 

"Who gives a s—he says 
with bravado, after hearing a 
reporter’s around. 

“Tell them we knew we 
were going to lose our jobs 
three months ago.” 

Poirier owns two stock cars 
(a ’64 Chevelle and a ’57 
Ford) and is not too worried 
that his truck could be repos- 
sesed. He thinks he’ll go away 
for a while and look for work. 

Carlson and Erickson plan a 
trout fishing sortie to nearby 
Black Creek. 

Interviewed outside his 
surfside home. Bob La- 
jeunesse, woods foreman at 
CPC, says there are about six 
people still working at the 
company logging operation — 
“I guess you could say they 
were working.” 

Lajeunesse says the heccnt 
logging shutdown is no dif¬ 


ferent from layoffs because of 
snow. It’s someting you have 
to live with. 

"There’s just as many in 
the beer parlor as there ever 
was . . . it’ll take more than 
that to hurt this little place.” 

He emphasizes that logging 
should start again in the new 
year — sometime. 

At the mine, manager Cal I 
Collins with a 26-year mining 
career, is weathered under 
with phone calls, queries, . 
mopping up operations and 
meetings. 

“We’ve had to let these peo- 1 
pie go because the financial I 
backers pulled out.” he says. I 


Within the next week, Col¬ 
lins explains, the government 
will decide whether to save 
the operation. UmJkthen, ev¬ 
eryone, especially the sala¬ 
ried staff members, are just 
"hanging tough.” 

What will he do if the gov¬ 
ernment decides not to help? 
He doesn’t really know.

Greater Victoria teachers vote on 16.3 % offer 


Greater Victoria teachers 
were meeting Thursday to 
vote on ratification of a 16.3 
[)er cent salary increase in 
the 1975 contract. 

Greater Victoria school 
trustees will vote on ratifica¬ 
tion of the increase at a spe¬ 
cial meeting 10 p.m. Monday. 

Teachers in Saanich school 


district have already ratified 
their contract, which includes 
the same salary increase, and 
Sooke district teachers are ex¬ 
pected to meet soon. 

The 16.3 per cent hike was 
the figure agreed on by nego¬ 
tiators for teachers and school 
trustees in the south Van¬ 
couver Island negotiating

zone last Friday. It was not 
announced publicly at the 
time. 

Zonal bargaining began ear¬ 
lier last week, under the guid¬ 
ance of government-appointed 
conciliator William Stanbury. 
between both sides in Greater

Islands, Lake Cowichan and 
Cowichan districts. 

Education Minister Eileen 
Dailly had set a deadline of 
midnight last Friday for con¬ 
tract disputes to be resolved 
before going to arbitration. 

Government legislation 
Nov. 7 provided for zonal bar¬ 
gaining as a solution to the 


impasse between teachers 
.nid trustees jver how negoti¬ 
ations shaild be carried out. 
Teachers insisted on distnet- 
by-district bargaining and the 
trustees wanted province-wide 
talks. 

The new contract, if ratified 
by Greater Victoria teachers 
and trustees, will mean an an¬ 


nual salary ranging from 
$8,319 for beginners to $20,950 
for the most experienced, best 
■ qualified teachers. 

Last year the 1,400 teachers 
in the distict won an increase 
of just under 11 per cariL 

Saanich school district 
chairman Rubymay Parrott 
said the board is “not neces¬

sarily happy’’ with the 16.3 
per cent increase. 

“We feel it is a high settle¬ 
ment. but it is also realistic," 
she said.

Save our jobs till spring , 


miners urge B.C. 


Jordan 


The miners who lost their .jobs at Jordan 
River Tuesday will urge the provincial gov¬ 
ernment to keep the copper mine alive at 
least until spring of next year. 

Ken Levy, president of Local 1012, United 
Steelwdrkers of America, says the govern¬ 
ment gave an assurance to the union it would 
protect miners by buying copper concen¬ 
trates from any mine in difficulties as a 
result of new rojjalty legislation. 

Levy said, following a miners’ meeting 
Thursday night, that any move the govern¬ 
ment might make to help the mine should 
benefit the miners and not simply line the 
pocket-books of the mining companv. 

He pointed out that the lay-off of some 60 
miners at Jordan River Mines Ltd. came at 
a particularly cruel time of year . . . 


“Nobody goes to pull up roots when 
Christmas is two weeks away . . . we want to 
see the government help the miners them¬ 
selves." 

The lay-offs were causing "a lot of hard¬ 
ship," especially to those who faced mort¬ 
gage payments or high rents in an inflated 
housing market. 

Levy, the father of three children, said he 
himself had a $340 mortgage payment hang¬ 
ing over him. “I am not going to be able to 
meet that by going on unemployment (insur¬ 
ance)." 

He said the miners would much prefer to 
continue working than be forced to go «m 
unemployment or welfare. 

At their meeting Thursday, Levy said the 


miners had many doubt* about the news that 
there were jobs available at Port Hardy's 
Island Copper Mine. 

He pointed out that the Port Hardy mine 
was an open-pit type of operation and so 
foreign to the underground work the Jordan 
River worker* were experienced in. Also 
there ap|)eared to be no suitable accommo¬ 
dation available. 

Jordan River Mines closed because of 
severe financing difficulties. The small mine 
has had a long history of difficulties and had 
a number of ownership changes. 

Levy predicted a “very bleak Christmas 
for everybody working there” unless the gov¬ 
ernment intervened. 



’Settle land issue Hunter fined $200 
before tackling 
health problems’ 


Settlement of Indian land 
claims is an essential prere¬ 
quisite to solving the prob¬ 
lems of Indian health, the ex¬ 
ecutive committee chairman 
of the Union of B.C. Indian 
Chiefs said Thursday. 

"Natives have said that if 
we get our fair share, we’ll 
look after ourselves," Forrest 
Walkern said in a telephone 
interview from Vancouver. 

Walkern was commenting 
on a statement by Dr. Charles 
Simpson, of Victoria, chair¬ 
man ol the B.C. Medical Asso¬ 
ciation’s Indian health com¬ 
mittee. that doctors can’t 
solve the problems of Indian 
health, which he said stem 
from the poverty of Indian 
people. 

Walkern said Simpson i* 
"absolutely correct" in his 
analysis of the problem, .hut 
be added the land claims 
issue will have to lie settled 
first. 

The committee had suggest¬ 
ed to the union that Indians 
should form their own Indian 
health committee with doctor* 
in an advisory role only, but 
the union hasn’t yet respond¬ 
ed to the suggestion. 

Walkern said the medical 
profession is not at fault for 
the poor state of Indian 
health. 

"The answer is to settle 
w ith the Indian people so they 
:an be proud jf what they 
are. That will take time and 
an awful lot of money," Wal- 
kem said. 

"If we ever get the land 
claims settled, we’ll get the 


proper care we deserve,” he 
said. 

Medical services provided 
by the federal government 
have been “most unsatisfac¬ 
tory,” Walkern said.

One hospital whose patients 
benefit from gifts donated to 
the campaign is the Eric Mar¬ 
tin Institute, part of Royal Ju¬ 
bilee Hospital. 

Empty beds are rare at 
EMI, Derek Pepper, social 
services director for the hos¬ 
pital’, said. That means more 
than fOO people will spend 
Christmas there. 

And some of those people, 
ow ing to the nature of their 
illnesses, find themselves iso¬ 
lated from the rest of the 
world. 

"The institute tends to be¬ 
come ' a sanctuary for some 
patients. They will separate it 
from the outside world, which 


to them is rather frighten¬ 
ing," he explained. 

The fact that "somebody 
out there has taken the trou¬ 
ble to think of them reassures 
patients that the outside world 
can he warm and caring," 


and can aid their rehabili¬ 
tation. he said. 

The Victoria branch of the 
CMHA. located at 1450 Elford, 
has a list of gift ideas ranging 
from cigarettes to sewing 
kits. 


CMHA requests donations 
not be wrapped; nursing staff 
prefers to choose the r right 
gift for the right patient. Vol¬ 
unteers then wrap and tag 
each gift with the patient's 
name. 


Last year, 1,500 items were 
donated to the program and 
distributed to Riverview, Eric 
Martin Institute, White Cross 
Centre, boarding homes. Pa¬ 
cific Centre, Sevenoaks and 
Mountain View Rest Home. 


Slow computer costs car fines 


Alleged inefficiency of the 
motor vehicle branch's com¬ 
puter programs is costing the 
city of Victoria an estimated 
$1,000 a month. 

The kiss of revenue to the 
city, according to comptroller 
Mason Sheldrick, occurs be¬ 
cause the police department 
is unable to serve summonses 
on many motorists who ha\e 
committed parking offences. 


In a rejiort to city council's 
finance committee, Sheldrick 
said Thursday the |x>hce de¬ 
partment deiiends on the 
motor vehicle branch’s com¬ 
puters to find the registered 
owners of cars from a list of 
licence plate numbers submit¬ 
ted monthly by the city. 

In many cases, he said, the 
computers draw- a blank, and 
without having the name of 


the car owner who was giycn 
a parking ticket, the police 
department can’t collect the 
fines. 

In an interview after the 
meeting, Sheldrick said this 
means many motorists end up 
without having to pay their 
parking tickets. 

He said because of recent 
expansion problems, the pro¬ 


vincial motor vehicle branch 
has been falling behind in 
keeping records up to date. 
This was the reason for com¬ 
puters not responding to infor¬ 
mation given in the monthly 
list of licence numbers.

But a test developed at the 
University of Texas can help 
take the worry out of their 
becoming parents. 

Dr. Salma Styles, a gene¬

It seems. Dr. Styles said, 
that carriers of the disease 
have a protein in their blood 
which kills oyster cilia, but 
despite that knowledge, infor¬ 
mation about what causes the 
disease and how to cure it 
remains out of reach. 

Cystic fibrosis, which limits 
the lifespan of its. victims to 
about 17 years, is one of the 
most common and lethal he¬ 
reditary diseases in the Cau¬ 
casian race. * 

About one baby in 3.000 is 
born with the disease, she 
said, but if both parents have 
brothers or sisters with the 
disease, their chances of hav¬ 
ing an afflicted child are one 
in nine. 

The disease is marked by 
secretion of a thick mucus 
that can block the lungs and 
passages from the pancreas 
to the stomach, which normal¬ 
ly carry; digestive enzyme*.

Dr. Styles said medical re¬ 
searchers may have discov¬ 
ered a i>otential clue to the 
disease’s cause when they 
found that cystic fibrosis vic¬ 
tims have a different kind of 
protein-carbohydrate . mole¬ 
cule in their mucus, which 
can’t be broken dfcwft; by en¬ 
zymes produced in the body.

Many 
of the^ largest clothing cor¬ 
porations are reporting drops 
in profits. Jobs are disappear¬ 
ing. And many small dress 
manufacturers are being 
forced to close. Dress manu¬ 
facturers are being forced to 
close. Dress manufacturers 
coinplain that operating costs 
are increasing; that competi¬ 
tion from imports is fierce; 
that labor costs are con¬ 
stantly rising: and it is be¬ 
coming increasingly difficult 
to predict what fashions wo¬ 
men will buy. 

The days when women's 
fashions were dictated by a 
few elite designers in Paris, 
London, and New York are 
disappearing. Women today 
are less sensitive to the dic¬ 
tates of designers, and the 
economy is prompting more 
of them to wear last year's 
styles and to “make do” with 
clothes alrcndy on hand.

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Home a metaphor 
of what might be

Paul Rudolph, one of the best 
known architects of oar time, 
has done It again — built a 
metaphor of what might be. 

What might be is factory- 
built shelter a virtual in¬ 
dustry, whose time, tech¬ 
nologically speaking, came 
long ago but which has not 
been in enough demand to as¬ 
sure an ongoing, profitable 
market. 

While architects, like most 
everyone else, must respond 
to economic realities. Rudolph , 
is not one to wait for demand, 
hut one to anticipate it. He 
creates the form of concep¬ 
tions! readiness, for the time 
when adequate demand ap¬ 
pears. 

Many decision makers in 
business and government are 
uncertain that it will appear 
any time soon, and have put 
the factory-built idea prema¬ 
turely out to pasture. 

In a very different sense, so 
has Rudolph, in the form of a 
weekend house for Herbert 
Green, who raises horses. 

This particular pasture, in 

C rtheastero Pennsylvania, 
s a steep and grassy slope, 
facing south, from which the 
house springs, bird-like, bare¬ 
ly tethered to the terrain. 

Had it been factory-built, 
three-dimensional box-like 
units or modules would have 
been shipped to the site, their 
dimensions 12 by 60 feet (de¬ 
signed to fit on a truck), tak¬ 
ing typical road widths easily. 

As built conventionally, 
with exposed cement agregate 
panels over wood studs, the 
modular sense is still main¬ 
tained and, like the factory- 
built scheme, the configura¬ 
tion of planes is such as to 
suggest how the boxes could 
have been unfolded to achieve 


structural end spatial flexibil¬ 
ity — day to day, year to 
year. 

Though the planes are in 
place, immovable, their dyna¬ 
mism hints at a kinetic, not 
static, sense of architecture 
which, in the hands of talent 
of this stature, could have 
come off the assembly line. 

f There are three modules 
here. One contains a guest 
room and study; another, the 
living and dining spaces; and 
the third, the bedroom and 
music room. 

Ceiling planes risfc to 13 feet 
. in some pacts of the house. 
The ethereal quality is en¬ 
chanted by the greenhouse, 
enclosed in an aluminum tube 
structure, set, like a gem, be¬ 
tween the modules. 


A bridge traverses the 
greenhouse, connecting the 
guest-room area with the 
main living spaces, providing 
a visual and physical tie. 

Stairs rise through the 
greenhouse to the upper bed¬ 
room module. Visually, they 
seem an extension of the out¬ 
side hill slope, 3s the indoors 
and outdoors penetrate each 
qther. 

The greenhouse, as a proto¬ 
type of technique, is a valu¬ 
able lesson about the variega¬ 
tion of scale and human expe¬ 
rience , which could he 
achieved in factory-built 
houses. At just 1.400 square 
feet, this small structure is, 
judged by the thinking it is 
meant to set in motion, a 
major achievement.

It’s not quite a star, but it’s 
no ordinary planet. 

This is the picture of Ju¬ 
piter pieced together from the 
scientific observations of Pio¬ 
neer 10, the first spacecraft to 
reach it. 

Now, a sister ship. Pioneer 
11, has swung within 30,000 
miles of Jupiter on its way to 
the first encounter with Sa¬ 
turn. 

The pastel-striped Jovian 
world, which contains two- 
thirds of all the planetary 
stuff in the solar system, ap¬ 
pears to be a spinning ball of 
liquid hydrogen. If it has a 
core, it must lurk thousands 
of miles beneath the cloud 
tops and ever-thickening at¬ 
mosphere. 

Although Jupiter’s surface 
is cool, its interior has proved 
much hotter than scientists 
had imagined. Present calcu¬ 
lations indicate that it may be 
25,000 degrees C. - four 
times as hot as the surface of 
the sun. Some of this heat 
leaks out from the surface at

The current speculation is 
that this heat comes from the 
mixing and separation of the 
hydrogen and helium which 
makes up most of Jupiter's 
bulk. The monumental cloud 
pile-ups caught by Pioneer’s 
cameras are the result of this 
heat. 

Two other giant outer plan¬ 
ets. Saturn and Neptune, also 
give off more heat than they 
get, recent observations in¬ 
dicate. 

Like the sun, Jupiter flings 
a “wind” of high-speed parti¬ 
cle* out into the solar sys¬ 
tem. Its magnetic field and 
radiation belts, regions of 
trapped and spinning parti¬ 
cles. were even more intense 
than most scientists had pre¬ 
dicted. However. Pioneer 0 
was able to survive the in¬ 
tense bombardment. 

rts sister ship, now near 
Jupiter, is passing even 
closer to the Jovian cloud 
tops, where the radiation 
could be even mare intense. 

I However. Pioneer 11 has 
been targeted to pass over 
one pole and then cut more 
quickly through the mart dan- 
I gerous regions that lie on the 
I planet’s equator. 


Project manager B. J. 
O'Brien of TRW, the company 
that built the spacecraft, is 
confident that it will survive. 
According to Dr. John Simp¬ 
son. one of the Pioneer ex¬ 
perimenters. bursts of high 
speed particles from Jupiter 
are probably the source of 
the mysterious "cosmic 
rays’’ which bombard earth. 

Physical scientists have 
long speculated that cosmic 
rays originate in distant 
reaches of the universe, hence 
the name. 

Jupiter’s madcap spmnning, 
which flings out these parti¬ 
cle®, combined with its boiling 
interior, explains its white, 
brown, orange, and gray 
stripes. These are the famil¬ 
iar circular "highs” and 
"lows’’ that show up every 
day on earth's weather maps. 

The only difference is that 
Jupiter's heat and furious ro¬ 
tation stretch these familiar 
features all the way around 
the planet The gray-white 
zones are cloud ridges about 
12 miles high, while the 
oran,ge brown belts are 
troughs descending equally as 
far below the cloud level. 

The famous great red spot 
is the tip of a gigantic, hur¬ 
ricane - like storm that has 
been raging for over 700 
years.

"Maybe it’s because we 
have more tourists visiting 
the city.” 

Each sign costs $75 to re¬ 
place, and San Francisco 
usually replaces some $50,000 
worth a year. 

Favorite signs going like 
hot-cakes include: California, 
Mississippi. Chicago. Moscow. 
Famous districts and tourist 
sights too! The sign at the 
comer of Haight and Ashbury 
street, redolent of the 
long - gone flower children, 
Twin Peaks, Sunset Boule¬ 
vard are favorites. 

Off-beat and picturesque 
street favorites: Winding 
Way, Shamrock. Shakespeare, 
Beacon. Albatross. Sunshine.

Jupiter's climate would not 
be considered comfortable by 
most earthlings. But, accord¬ 
ing to Cornell astronomer 
Carl Sagan, "It’s a terrific 
place for life." He jnaintains 
that the giant planet may be a 
vast biological laboratory and 
that the red-orange material 
seen in the clouds there may 
be the organic precursors of 
life. 

Supporting thus idea is the 
fact that some earth bacteria 
cap liv e in a simulated Jovian 
atmosphere. 

Another place that Profes¬ 
sor Sagan feels might harbor 
life is Titian, Saturn's largest 
moon. Like Jupiter, it appears 
hotter than it should be. If 
this is so, it could be because 
the moon has an atmosphere 
that is transparent to light but 
retains heat like a green 
house. 

If it survives its brush with 
Jupiter, Pioneer 1 will give 
the first dose-up of Titan and 
of Saturn's hauntingly beau¬ 
tiful rings.

Bruce TUnstall. vice- 
president of the Pulp and 
Paper Woodworkers of Cana¬ 
da. local 8. said the mill was 
closed in sympathy for about 
200 maintenace and day shift 
workers, who set up an infor¬ 
mation picket outside the 
plant Thursday afternoon. 

"The company had suspend¬ 
ed people Thursday morning 
for refusing to work without 
padlocks,” Tunstall said. "So 
the people of Harmac have 
withdrawn their services until 
the plant is safe to work in.” 

Tunstall said the mainte¬ 
nance workers insist the use 
of tags is unsafe and they 
want the pulp industry to fol¬ 
low other industries in the use 
of padlocks. 

“Workers' lives are in jeo¬ 
pardy,” he said. 

He said during the last 
seven months there have been 
incidents involving removal of 
tags while men continued to 
work on equipment. 


He said padlocks were dis¬ 
allowed after consultation be¬ 
tween company represent¬ 
atives and the Worker’s Com¬ 
pensation Board earlier this 
tall. Late in November the 
u i\i o n began padlocking 
rather than tagging, but 
orders were issued to have 
the padlocks removed and to 
continue using tags. 

Tunstall said men have 
been suspended for either re¬ 
fusing to work on tagged 
equipment or refusing to re¬ 
move padlocks. 

Tunstall said they are pre¬ 
pared to go back to work the 
minute padlocks can be used.

Victoria water 
clear, pure, safe 


United States have disclosed 
the presence of chlorinated 
hydrocarbons, w’hich may 
produce cancer. 

But Dr. Allah Ameil, Capi¬ 
tal Region medical officer, 
said Victorians are probably 
drinking the purest water in 
the continent. 

The suspicious is that the 
super-chlorination required in 
some areas to purify water 
for human use produces the 
chlorinated hydrocarbons, but 
the w-ater supply for Greater 
Victoria requires little chlor¬ 
ine treatment. 

"There may be reasons for 
worry in Toronto,” Ameil 
said, "but they use only 
enough chlorine to kill the few 
bacteria here.” 

Ameil said a complete 
c hemical test is done on Vic¬ 
toria's drinking water about 
every two years. 


While city residents in other 
parts of the continent are 
worrying that their drinking 
water may carry cancer-caus¬ 
ing chemicals, Victorians are 
free to worry about other 
things.

Garden notes 


In moving from one house 
to another, if the previous dc- 
cupant was a keen gardener, 
it sometimes happens that an 
excellent coldframe is found 
tucked away in a sunny 
comer of the garden. 

Its new owner soon learns, 
to make good use of the 
frame for. starting seeds in 
the spring, but this useful gar-' 
den accessory will usually 
stand idle through the winter 
months, either because the 
owner doesn't know what to 
do with it or because he 
hasn't learned how to manage 
a coldframe in winter. 

it it ir 

For cold weather work, 
such a frame must be of good 
solid construction, sound and 
in'good repair. A flimsy, ram¬ 
shackle affair with broken 
panes of glass, cracked sides 
and filthy with dirt and grime* 
is of no use at all in the depth 
of winter. 

I can’t say«l am overly en¬ 
thusiastic for these fancy, 
lightweight, portable frames 
made of aluminum and glass, 
for the gloss sides don’t retain 
enough warmth. ^ 

Glass is the ideal material 


lor the covers or ‘‘lights,” as 
they are called, but for a cosy 
interior the sides and back 
should be made from some 
solid material. 

if it A 

One-inch lumber is most 
commbnly used; brick, con¬ 
crete and cinder blocks are 
all very good indeed, and in 
Europe, cosy and effective 
temporary frames are often 
constructed from stacked 
grass sods or j»eat blocks. 

A coldframe is cold only in 
the sense that it is not heated 
artificially, and all its warmth 
must come from the rays of 
the sun 

For this reason, the frame 
must be sited in a sunny 
place, preferably with a bit of 
shelter of some kind from the 
prevailing wind, and the glass 
covers or lights must be kept 
scrupulously clean in order to 
admit the maximum amount 
of sunlight. 

♦ it A 

During the sunlit hours, the 
air and the soil within the 
frame are warmed, and every 
effort should be made to re¬ 
tain this warmth through the 


night, preventing its loss to 
the outside air. 

Lights must be tight and 
well fitting and free from 
cracked or broken panes. The 
walls are best insulated by 
banking up around the outside 
with sawdust, straw, leaves or 
soil. 

The transparency of the 
glass lights is useful only dur¬ 
ing the hours of dayjight, and 
at night the greatest loss of 
warmth will be through that 
selfsame glass. 

For this reason, it is cus¬ 
tomary to cover the glass at 
sundown with a bit of old car¬ 
pet, a blanket, a worn-out 
comforter or some such insu¬ 
lating material. 

★ * A 

One of my neighbors stuffs 
old fertilizer sacks with wood 
shavings end uses these as 
insulation f or covering the 
glass at night. Another uses 
battens of glass wool encased 
in plastic garbage bags. 

Any such covering must 
come off the next morning or 
the plants within will become 
‘ drawn” for lack of sufficient 
light 

With a floor of gravel. 


crushed cinders or broken 
brick, such a frame can lx* 
used for overwintering pots of 
cuttings taken from the har¬ 
dier bedding plants such , as 
pansies, violas, marguerites 
and the like, as well as boxes 
of autumn-sown seedlings of 
snapdragons, onions and let¬ 
tuce. 

A A A 

If part of the frame can lx* 
darkened, it will be most use¬ 
ful for storing pots of hya¬ 
cinths, daffs and tulips during 
their rooting period. 

Filled with a good sandy 
loam soil, the frames may be 
planted up directly — no pots 
or boxes - with vegetable 
seedlings such as Brussels 
sprouts and cauliflower. 

It could tie used for produc¬ 
ing a winter crop of sweet vio¬ 
lets or for wintering the stools 
of the less hardy chrysan¬ 
themums. 

* A * 

Some varieties of lettuce 
can be sown directly in the 
frame — Arctic King, Winter 
Density and Cheshunt 5B are 
good winter varieties to¬ 
gether with Paris Forcing 
carrots.

The nub of the problem is that the 
human infant, unlike all others, needs 
years of stable development before it is 
ready to cope with its physical and 
social environment. 

Without children, marriage might be 
unnecessary: with children, it may be a 
necessary evil, capable of being ame¬ 
liorated, but not eliminated from the 
social structure.

John Frank Sanucci, sub¬ 
ject of a recent precedent-set¬ 
ting court ruling, made his 
last appearance Thursday in 
Victoria Provincial Court 
until his trial Jan. 27 on a 
• barge of possession of a 
small amount of marijuana 
Nov. 16 in Oak Bay. 

A remand directly to the 
trial date was ordered by 
Judge William Ostler after 
the judge ruled Sanucci could 
be released on his undertak¬ 
ing to return as far as the 
marijuana chaise was con¬ 
cerned. 

The 29-year-old Californian, 
wanted in that state for a 1972 
prison escape, will remain in 
custody pending the outcome 
of a manslaughter charge in 
the July 1 2 death of a woman 
on a high-class commune in 
ihe Gibsons area, northwest 
of Vancouver. 

That charge was laid July- 
28 but dropped by the govern¬ 
ment, then revived by the wo¬ 
man’s father. Vancouver 
Judge Les Bewley later set a 
Canadian court precedent by 
deciding a private citizen 
could renew a charge 
‘stayed” by a government. 

Sanucci faces a preliminary 
hearing Jan. 3 before Bewley 
on the manslaughter charge. 
Should he be released, he re¬ 
mains the subject of an im¬ 
migration order of deporta¬ 
tion to the U.S. 


He had overstayed his 
three-month limit after enter¬ 
ing Canada in 1972 and then 
gave false and misleading in¬ 
formation last July in telling 
investigators rof the Gibsons 
death he was a Canadian citi¬ 
zen. 

Bail of $3,000 was allowed 
but Sanucci disappeared — 
until he was artested in Oak 
Bay by the Greater Victoria 
drug squad.

PARIS (CP) — The governments of 
France and Quebec Thursday agreed to give 
new impetus to their "direct and privileged” 
relations involving increasing use of French 
language in business and technological fields 
in Quebec. 

On the last day of his official visit, Quebec 
Premier Robert Bourassa signed a 13-page 
agreement with French Premier Jacques 
Chinac outlining co-operation to begin in 
early 1975. 

Included are plans for the use of French 
in technology and labor, industrial co-opera¬ 
tion. transport, natural resources, com¬ 
munications and available manpower. 

The agreement was welcomed bp Bouras¬ 
sa to strengthen his government’s position 


regarding Bill 22. adopted by the Quebec na¬ 
tional assemblp several months ago to make 
French the province’s official language. 

The agreement was welcomed by Bouras¬ 
sa id. "It is quite evident that the French 
government is very interested in collabo- 
tional assembly several months ago to make 
the application of Bill 22 a success, which 
you know has created a French state. The 
second French state in the world.” 

On the economic plan, “Quebec is able 
and willing not only to give France a privi¬ 
leged port of entry to our continent, but also 
a commercial and industrial partnership.”

I think this tnay have, 
been said as hyperbole,” Tru¬ 
deau said. 

He told a news conference 
the major differences between 
the two countries involve beef 
and oil. 

The prime minister said 
that in two meetings with 
President Ford Wednesday, 
the following subjects had 
been discussed: 

• Diversification of Cana- 
- dian trade away from the 

United States toward Japan 
and Europe "to enhance and 
preserve the Canadian iden¬ 
tity.” He said the president 
understood this desire. 

• Canada's intention of 
increasing its defence budget 
by 11.2 per cent in -the next 
fiscal year to maintain its 
ability to uphold commit¬ 
ments to the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. 

• Canada wros in general 
agreement with U.S. policies 
to cope with international oil 
problems, and "the difference 
is maybe a tactical one." 

• He urged a return to 
the principles of the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade to pursue "the course 
toward freer and freer inter¬ 
national trade." 

During the news conference 
Trudeau indicated for the first 
time that "it is pretty safe to 
assume the North American 
Air Defence Treaty will be re¬ 
newed" next spring.

Jordan River: it takes bumps in stride 

Life in up-and-down town

Slumps, booms, loggers, miners, weekenders, 
surfers, hippies—Jordan River has absorbed them all 

And the resilience and friendship of Jordan River 
folk appear set to carry them through the latest round 
of dismal news that has hit this sea-tickled company 
hamlet. 

In the middle of last month. Rayonier Canada Ltd. 
laid off 100 loggers from its Canadian Puget Sound 
division in the town because of poor market conditions 
for lumber. 

Those laid off included about a dozen men living in 
Jordan River itself. 

On Tuesday, Jordan River Mines, in deep financial 
trouble with its history-filled copper-producing opera¬ 
tion, laid off 63 miners and mining support workers. 

With the layoff of a further dozen inhabitants, the 
town found itself two-thirds unemployed. 

Already belt-tightening is much in evidence at the 
village's general store, -operated by mother-of-six Mrs. 
Maria Alberti w’ho told the Colonist her sales are down 
75 per cent. 

Mrs. Alberti—who says her husband, a powderman 


at the mine* fears being laid off >!onday Was noticed 
that some local families are doing without basic neces¬ 
sities such as milk. 

And yet for a town reeling from acute attacks of 
unemployment there appears to be a noticeable lack of 
what Sooke regional director Ron Dumont calls a "real 
human cry" among the townsfolk. 

"It’s something they take in their stride," says 
Dumont of the logging layoffs. And as for the mine 
dosing- well, it has closed down "at least four times” 
during its 60-year-history, he explains. 

Dumont thinks rural people are more accustomed 
to getting off the seat of their pants to meet the de¬ 
mands of an "imbalanced economy” than are city 
dwellers. 

Another reason Jordan River families are better 
placed than. say. their counterparts in recession-hit 
Sooke. is that in the main it is a CPS company-owned 
town and rents are cheap. 

Also its next biggest landlord just happens to be * 
rather remarkable 79-year-old who rents out defla¬ 
tionary-priced cabin accommodation on "The Hill." 

Her tenants include about 10 of the laid-off men.”

As workers toiled to remove 
the bodies, welders attacked 
the 34-inch steel beams with 


acetylene torches and tractors 
pulled huge slabs of broken 
concrete clear. 

Scores of weeping relatives 
and friends of the victims 
were ordered away by police, 
and some news photographers 


were clubbed because they 
continued taking pictures. 

All international flights to 
and from Tehran had been 
cancelled because of the 
snowfall, so the terminal was 
not as crowded as usual.

I AM PREPARED to weather the flak I» 
know will be coming from various source*, 
from flag wavers, p 06 sibly some veterans' 
organizations and even from those who don’t 
know all the words to Oh! Canada. * 

I will field the brickbats, turn the other 
cheek and, in general, refuse to be swayed 
by glorious, red, white and blue rhetoric. You 
see, I've come to the conclusion that it has 
become too damned costly for us in the west¬ 
ern part of this land, to remain blindly devot¬ 
ed to the concept of Canada. In short, I am 
prepared to at least listen to divorce proceed¬ 
ings on the basis of two alternatives. 

AN AMALGAMATION between British Co¬ 
lumbia and Alberta and a secession from Ot¬ 
tawa-dominated Canada. Or — and I would 
think this to be the more logical switch — a 
secession of British Columbia, Alberta, Sas¬ 
katchewan and Manitoba. We have a two- 
country concept now, why not legalize the 
thing and in the process, bring about two 
basic needs. A better Say in govemment,and 
a better use of our tax monies. 

Before rushing to quill and vitriol, hear me 
out At the present time British Columbia 
and Alberta are rated "have” provinces and 
our tax monies are used to pump up such 
"have not” areas qs Quebec and die Mari- 
times. This comes under the heading of help¬ 
ing thy neighbor, which is all very noble 
and probably right 

YET SOMETHING i* lost in translation 
when the "have not’* province 6f Quebec, 
along widi the "have” province of Ontario, 
can run die country as they see fit They can 
dominate at the ballot box and Western Ca¬ 
nadians really have precious little say in the 
matter. Even under redistribution, the imba¬ 
lance not only remains, the imbalance be¬ 
comes more of an imablance. British Co¬ 
lumbia has 23 s?ats, would have 27 under 
proposed redistribution. But Ontario would 
go from 88 to 95. and the Commons as a 
whole would go from 264 to 280, and even¬ 
tually to 310. 

To start with, I feel the concept of a bigger 
House of Commons is retrogressive, expen¬ 
sive and unnecessary. Merely propagating 
the red tape jungle. 

NOW YOU MAY or may not have read 
about a group known as the Independent Al¬ 
berta Association. Anyway, it is being backed 
by some very important Albertans and their 
aims, objectives or whatever, could be easily 
transposed to the aims, etc., of British Co¬ 
lumbians. 

The list of grievance* drawn up is not 
unreasonable. V' 

They feel K^terfKCanadiaife are dis¬ 
satisfied with tjieir virtuM s ^cofonial” status 
within Confederation and areyvonvtnced that 
despite lip service p the contrary, the feder¬ 
al government legislates, regulates and oth¬ 
erwise acts to provid^vepy substantial eco¬ 
nomic advantages to an already favored 


Eastern Canada, primarily at the expense of 
the western provinces. 

THEY SAY discriminatory freight rates 
have insured that Western Canadians will 
continue to be producers of raw materials 
only, therefore leaving us in die position of 
merely shipping Jobs to Eastern Canada and 
the resulting prosperity, along with live cat¬ 
tle, grain, unprocessed oil and gas. 

They point to the high tariffs and other 
trade barriers which have been imposed to 
protect eastern manufacturers and which in¬ 
crease our cost of living. ., 

They feel many Western Canadians are 
alarmed by the implementation of socialist 
policies by all political parties at both provin¬ 
cial and federal levels and that such a trend 
will inevitably result in a loss erf freedom, for 
each individual and cause serious erosion of 
the rights of the individual. They claim so¬ 
cialism kills the initiative of young and old 
alike, and with its excessive bureaucratic ad¬ 
ministration makes the provision of govern¬ 
ment services ineffective, inefficient and ex¬ 
pensive. 

THEY CLAIM a strong resentment for 
the growing powers of civil servants and 
that intimidation of private individuals by 
government boards and employees is no 
longer uncommon. 

Among their stated objectives is to have 
Alberta’s position in Confederation improved 
by negotiation, but because the history of 
such attempts makes them skeptical as to 
their eventual success, they are reluctantly 
forced to consider independence for Alberta 
or Western Canada, as being a reasonable al¬ 
ternative. 

I won’t bore you with the economic feasi¬ 
bility study that has been done in regards to 
such separation, but they do know that it is a 
thoroughly workable idea. 

THE MASSIVE bureaucracy Of Ottawa lit¬ 
erally eats up millions of our tax dollars. Bu¬ 
reaucracy does not contribute to the gross 
national product and therefore we lost pro¬ 
ductivity with every percentage increase of 
bureaucracy. 

What would be so terribly devastating 
about a definitive split? What would be 
wrong with Western Canada becoming a fully 
independent nation, keeping in mind we have 
the necessary materials, resources or what¬ 
ever, to insure equitable, free trade between 
us and the country of Eastern Canada? 

The concept of one Canada is beautiful, but 
under present arrangements, it is also pure 
altruism. By any yardstick you care to offer 
in evidence, we have not been getting the 
right end of the deal and the recent imposi¬ 
tion of an oil export tax and oil price freeze 
should be examples enough of the status 
forced on us for the benefit of the east. 

If you think it couldn’t happen, buy your¬ 
self an up-to-date map of the world and see tf 
you recognize the changes that have come 
about in the past decade.

Attorney-General Alev Mac¬ 
donald said that'effective im¬ 


mediately motorists appre¬ 
hended without valid driver's 
certificates will be given 14 
days to rectify matters before 
being prosecuted.

After next March, 
drivers will still require cer¬ 
tificates but if they have five 
demerit points or less they 
will not have to pay the 
present $10 fee. 

The attorney-general admit¬ 
ted that failure of the Insur¬ 
ance Corp. of B.C. computer 
to notify drivers that certifi¬ 


cates were due had brought 
the change in prosecution 
methods. 

He said it was under¬ 
standable that many drivers 
would forget the renewal date 
was their birthdhy. 

Strachan said the move to 
temporarily suspend driver 
tests for driving school gradu¬ 
ates should end the backlog of 
lieople waiting for testis before 
being officially permitted' to 
drive on the roads. 

As a further step to elimi¬ 
nate the bottleneck, Strachan 
said staff wafcild lie increased.

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CAHA opposes drafting “exceptional” juniors 


TORONTO <CP» It may 
not be in the interests of the 
World Hockey Association, 
but the Canadian Amateur 
I luckey Association is entirely 
opposed to the pros drafting 
* exceptional" junior hockey 
players—those under 20 years 
of age. 

CAHA executive directoi 4 
Gordon Juckes says he is “op¬ 
timistically hoping that such a 
draft wilt not .be in effect next 

year." 

The WHA started the bid¬ 
ding war for junior players 
two years ago when it ilrafted 
underage players, decimating 
in particular Toronto Marl- 


boros of the Ontario Hockey 
Association Major Junior A 
series. 

As of last year, an agree¬ 
ment between the CAHA. 
WHA and National Hockey 
League, allows the two pro 
circuits to select 18-yeqr-old 
players With "exceptional" 
talent in the first and second 
rounds of their respective 
drafts. 

Until last June, junior 
players could he drafted only- 
after their graduate year. 

"There is no doubt we made 
a bad mistake at the time 
that could prove disastrous by 
diluting the quality of junior 


hockey." Juckes claimed this 
week. ‘*1 guess it would be 
easy enough to cover our¬ 
selves and let this disastrous 
move continue, but it wouldn’t 
be right." 

Under the. old system the 
NHL teams would pay S20.000 
to the junior clubs for each 
junior drafted in the top 50 
.they were able to sign. The 
clubs would also be paid for 
subsequent junior draft 
choices on a graduated scale. 

However. # with the WHA 
raiding previously fertile ter¬ 
ritory and not providing any 
financial remuneration to the 
clubs, the NHL withdrew' 


from its support of the CAHA. 

Under the current agree¬ 
ment. the NHL and WHA 
. have agreed to pay the ama¬ 
teur body $20,000 fpr each of 
the first 50 drafted players 
they are able to sign, $15,000 
for signing players among the 
next 40 drafted and $10,000 for 
the subsequent 30. 

In addition, each exception¬ 
al player drafted and signed 
means an additional $20,000 
assessment. 

Juckes says he would ac¬ 
cept modifications to the cur¬ 
rent agreement as a "hetter- 
than-nothing answer” to the 
problem. 


^ "Actually, at the time of the 
original proposal, w-e wanted 
modifications. I suggested 
that exceptional underage 
players he taken in the first 
round, but the owners 
wouldn't buy it. 

"As a result, you’ve got all 
these so-called .exceptional 
youngsters in the press boxes 
and minor leagues." 

But while Juckes is trying 
to work out an alternative to 
the current crisis. WHA pres¬ 
ident Dennis Murphy has his 
reservations on lifting the rule 
altogether. 

"We’ve got a committee 
headed by Jim Pattison < Van¬ 


couver Blazerst and Ben 
Hatskin (WHA trustee> look¬ 
ing into this." says Murphy. 
“We might accept modified 
porposals, but I think we'd 
look twice at totally rescind¬ 
ing the underage ruling. 

"Until this year we were 
getting bombed in the drafts. 
This year we did very well. I 
can’t see Roing back to get¬ 
ting bombed. We’ll be explor¬ 
ing all facets of the question." 

And while the WHA is look¬ 
ing after its interests, the fed¬ 
eral government also has 
shown concern. 

Health minister Marc L»- 
londe, under whose depart¬ 


ment falls sport in Canada, 
has appointed a committee 
headed by Bob Giroux, execu¬ 
tive director of Sport Canada, 
to look at the situation. 

“We are reviewing the co- 
tire pro-am agreement." says 
Giroux. 

"What we are trying to do 
is act like a catalyst and 
bring the parties together. 

“Mr. Lalonde is of the opin¬ 
ion that something must he 
done, so we are getting to¬ 
gether to work out an.ami¬ 
cable solution." 

Juckes isn’t hopeful of a re¬ 
turn to the old ways. 

"There has been talk in 


legal circles that you can't de¬ 
stroy the right of a person to 
make a proper living." said 
the CAHA official. "There is 
some talk the legislation in 
the United States might not 
allow it . . . 

"I’d actually Ihccept some 
sort of modification, whereas 
if an exceptional player were 
drafted and the professional 
team that drafted him is un¬ 
able to sign him, he becomes 
a free agent. 

"Only then will the owners 
think twice about taking 'a 
chance on drafting under¬ 
age"

PARIS (CPI The -governments of 
France and Quebec Thursday agreed to give 
new impetus to their "direct and privileged” 
relations involving increasing use of French 
language in business and technological fields 
ip Quebec. 

On the last day of his official visit. Quebec 
Premier Robert Bourassa signed a 13-page 
agreement with French Premier Jacques 
Chirac outlining co - operation to begin in 
early 1975. 

Included are plans for the use of French 
in technology and labor, industrial co-oj»cra- 
tion. transport, natural resources, com¬ 
munications and available manpower. 

The agreement was welcomed by Bouras¬ 
sa to strengthen his government's position 


regarding Bill 22, adopted by the Quebec na¬ 
tional assembly several months ago to make 
French the province’s official language. 

At a newrs conference Thursday. Bourassa 
said. "It is quite evident that the French 
government is very interested in collabo¬ 
rating with the Quebec government to make 
the application of Bill 22 a success, which 
you know has created a French state. The 
second French state in the world.” 

On the economic, plan, "Quebec is able 
and willing not only to give France a privi¬ 
leged port of entry to our continent, but also 
a commercial and industrial partnership." 

Both governments also agreed to study a 
proposal to construct a uranium-enrichment 
plant in Quebec, and* weigh the advantages 
for both economies.

But he tossed the ball back 
to the province by saying any 
federal investment will re¬ 
quire the approval of Alberta, 
which has opposed such plans. 

Macdonald, noting the three _ 
other Syncrude partners were 
meeting in New York, said he 
wanted a report from their 
meeting before making de¬ 
tailed comment, “but I cer¬ 
tainly wouldn’t rule out feder¬ 
al investment in the protect.” 

A hint of the reasons behind 
Atlantic Richfield’s move 
came Thursday with acknowl¬ 
edgement by the U.S. govern¬ 
ment’s Export-Import Bank 
that it has denied a loan to 
Atlantic Richfield to help buy 
equipment for the oil sands 
project.

Trudeau said recent sugges¬ 
tions by some senators that 
the United States should retal¬ 
iate against Canadian oil poli¬ 
cy by restricting or taxing the 
transit of Canadian oil in U.S. 
pipelines* would amount to 
"hijacking.” 

"Quite honestly, I did not 
take this too seriously ... 1 
don’t think this is a serious 
threat. I think this may have 
been said as hyperbole.” Tru¬ 
deau said. 

He told a news conference 
the major differences between 
the two countries involve beef 
and oil. 

The prime minister said 
that in two meetings with 
President Ford Wednesday, 
the following subjects had 
been discussed: 

• Diversification of Cana¬ 
dian trade away from the 
United States toward Japan 
and Europe “to enhance and 
preserve the Canadian iden¬ 
tity.** He said the president 
understood this desire. 

• Canada’s intention of 
increasing its defence budget 
by 11.2 per cent in the next 
fiscal year to maintain its 
ability to uphold commit¬ 
ments to the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization 

• Canada was in general 
agreement with U.S. ■■policies 
to cope with international oil 
problems, and "the difference 
is maybe a tactical one." 

• He urged a return to 
the principles of the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade to pursue "the course 
toward freer and freer inter¬ 
national trade.” 

During the news conference 
Trudeau indicated for the first 
time that "it is pretty safe to 
assume the North American 
Air Defence Treaty will be re¬ 
newed" next spring.

• Slumps, booms, loggers, miners, weekenders, 
surfers, hippies—Jordan River has absorbed them all. 

.And the resilience and friendship of Jordan River 
folk appear set to carry them through the latest round 
of dismal news that has hit this sea-tickled company 
hamlet. 

In the middle of last month. Rayonier Canada Ltd. 
laid off 100 loggers from its Canadian Puget Sound 
. division in the town because of poor market conditions 
for lumber. 

Those laid off included about a dozen men living in 
Jordan River itself. 

On Tuesday, Jordan River Mines, in deep financial 
trouble with its history-filled copper-producing opera¬ 
tion. laid off 63 miners .and mining support workers. 

With the layoff of a further dozen inhabitants, the 
town found itself two-thirds unemployed. 

Already belt-tightening is much in evidence at the 
v illage's general store, operated by mother-of-six Mrs. 
Maria Alberti who told the Colonist her sales are down 
75 phr cent. 

Mrs. Alberti—who says her husband, a powderman

fM the mine, fears being laid off Monday has noticed 
tKaI some local families are doing without basic "neces¬ 
sities such as milk. 

And yet for a town reeling from acute attacks or 
unemployment there appears to be a noticeable lack of 
what Sooke regional director Ron Dumont calls a "real 
human cry” among the townsfolk. 

"It's something they take in their stride.” says 
Dumont of the logging layoffs. And as for the mine 
closing- well, it has closed down "at least four times" 
during its 60-year-history, he explains. 

Dumont thinks rural people are more accustomed 
to getting off the seat of their pants to meet the de¬ 
mands or an "imbalanced economy” than are city 
dwellers. 

Anothf^l^eason Jordan River families are better 
placed than. say. their counterparts in recession-hit 
Sooke. is that in the main it is a CPS company-owned 
town and rents are cheap. 

Also its next biggest landlord just happens to be a 
rather remarkable 79-year-old who rents out defla¬ 
tionary-priced cabin accommodation on "The Hill.” 

Her tenants include about 10 of-the laid-off men."

Ken Levy, president of Local 1012. United 
Steelworkers of America, says the govern¬ 
ment gave an assurance to the union it would 
protect miners by buying copper concen¬ 
trates from any mine in difficulties as a 
result of new royalty legislation. 

Levy said, following a miners’ meeting 
Thursday night, that any move the govern¬ 
ment might make to help the mine should 
benefit die miners and not simply line the 
pocket-books of the mining company. 

lie [jointed out that the lay-off of some 60 
miners at Jordan River Mines Ltd. came at 
a particularly cruel time of year . . . 


Nobody goes to pull up roots when 
Christmas is two weeks away ... we want to 
see the government help the miners them¬ 
selves.” 

The lay-offs were causing -a lot of hard¬ 
ship,” especially to those who faced mort¬ 
gage payments or high rents, in an inflated 
housing market." 

Levy, the lather of three children, said hq 
himself had a $340 mortgage payment hang¬ 
ing over him. “I am not going to be able to 
meet that by going on unemployment (insur¬ 
ance!” 

He said the miners would much prefer to 
continue working than lie forced to go on 
unemployment or welfare

miners had many doubt* about the news that 
there were jobs available at Port Hardy’s 
Island Copper Mine. 

lie pointed out that the Port Hardy mine 
was an open-pit type of operation and so 
loreign to the underground work the Jordan 
River workers were experienced in. Also 
there appeared to be no suitable accommo¬ 
dation available. 

Jordan River Mines closed because of 
severe financing difficulties. The small mine 
has had a long history of difficulties and had 
a number of ownership changes. 

Levy predicted a “very bleak Christmas 
for everybody working there” unless the gov¬ 
ernment intervened.

Settlement of Indian land 
claims^ is an essential prere¬ 
quisite to solving the prob¬ 
lems of Indian health, the ex¬ 
ecutive committee chairman 
of the Union of B.C. Indian 
Chiefs said Thursday. 

"Natives have said that if 
we get our fair share, we’ll 
look after ourselves," Forrest 
Walkem said in a telephone 
interview from Vancouver. 

Walkem was commenting 
on a statement by Dr. Charles 
Simpson, of Victoria, chair¬ 
man of the B.C. Medical Asso¬ 
ciation’s Indian health com¬ 
mittee, that doctors can’t 
solve the problems of Indian 
health, which he said stem 
from the poverty of Indian 
[>eople. 

Walkem said Simpson is 
"absolutely correct" in his 
analysis of the problem, but 
he added the land claims 
issue will have to be settled 
first. 

The committee had suggest¬ 
ed to the union lhat Indians 
should form their own Indian 
health committee with doctors 
in an advisory role only, hut 
the union hasn't yet res|tend¬ 
ed to the suggestion. 

Walkem said the medical 
profession is not at fault for 
the poor stale of Indian 
health. 

“The answer is to settle 
with the Indikn people so they 
:an be proud of what they 
are. That will take time and 
an awful lot of money." Wal¬ 
kem said. 

"If we ever gel the land 
claims settled, we'll get the 


projjer care we deserve." he 
said. 

Medical services provided

If both parents are carriers 
of a recessive gene which re¬ 
searchers believe triggers the 
disease, the chances are one 
in four that their child will 
have cystic fibrosis.

Slow computer costs car fines 


Alleged inefficiency of the 
motor vehicle branch's com¬ 
puter programs is costing the 
city of Victoria an estimated 
$1,000 a month. 

The loss of revenue to the 
fcity, according to comptroller 
Mason Sheldrick, occurs be¬ 
cause the police department 
is unable to serv e summonses 
on many motorists who have 
committed parking offences. 


In a report to city council's 
finance committee, Sheldrick 
said Thursday the police de¬ 
partment depends on the 
motor vehicle branch's com¬ 
puters to find the registered 
owners of cars from a list of 
licence plate numbers submit¬ 
ted monthly by the city. 

In many cases, he said, the 
computers draw' a blank, and 
without having the name of 


the car owner who was given 
a parking ticket, the pcflice 
department can’t collect the 
fines. 

In an interview after the 
meeting. Sheldrick said this 
means many motorists end up 
without having to pay their 
parking tickets. 

He said because of recent 
expansion problems, the pro¬ 


vincial motor vehicle branch 
has- been falling behind in 
keeping records* up to date. 
This was the reason for com¬ 
puters ndt responding to infor¬ 
mation given in the monthly 
list of licence numbers. 

The committee asked city 
council to urge the motor've¬ 
hicle branch to bring its com¬ 
puter records up to date as 
soon as possible. 


But a test developed at the 
University of Texas can help 
take the worry out of their 
becoming parents. 

Dr. Salma Styles, a gene¬ 
ticist at Royal Jubilee Hospi¬ 
tal, said Thursday that blood 
from a carrier of the disease 
will stop small hairs in oyster 
gills from vibrating, and al¬ 
though the test isn't compjpte- 
Iv reliable, she can use it in 
cases where parents are 
worried that their offspring 
may have cystic fibrosis. 

It seems. Dr. Styles said, 
that carriers of the disease 
have a protein in their blood 
which kills oyster cilia, but 
despite that knowledge, infor¬ 
mation about what causes the 
disease and how to cure it 
remains out of reach. 

Cystic fibrosis, which limits 
the lifespan of its victims to 
about 17 years, is one of the 
most common and lethal he¬ 
reditary diseases in the Cau¬ 
casian rart. 

Aboul one baby in 3,000 is 
born with the disease, she 
said, but if both parents have 
brothers or sisters with the 
disease, their chances of hav¬ 
ing an afflicted child are one 
in nine. 

The disease is marked by 
secretion of a thick mucus 
that can block the lungs and 
passages from the pancreas 
to the stomach, which normal¬ 
ly c arry digestive enzymes.

In acute cases, other organs 
can be affected as well* 

Dr. Styles said medical re¬ 
searchers may have discov¬ 
ered a [otential clue to the 
disease’s cause when, they 
found that cystic fibrosis vic¬ 
tims have a different kind of 
protein-carbohydrate mole¬ 
cule in their mucus, which 
can’t be broken down by en¬ 
zymes produced in the body. 

But the promise may also 
lie. she added, in a failure of 
the body to produce the right 
kind of enzymes which could 
digest the mucus normally.
